MAYOR’S ANNUAL MESSAGE 
JANUARY, 1948 


During the past year some progress was 
made toward meeting the current need of 
public service and making gain on the 
backlog of public work which has been 
delayed due to material shortages. 


Blueprints for the anticipated future 
public works program are for the most 
part completed and our financial resources 
somewhat strengthened. 


The Water and Light Department made 
extensive gains on completion of the 
Ottawa Street Power Plant addition, es- 
tablished new fresh water wells, added 
more than 20 miles of boulevard street 
lighting and is nearing the completion of 
a new 10 million gallon reservoir. 


The Police and Fire Departments have 
made some gain in personnel and equip- 
ment, but due to existing conditions have 
been unable to start on their building im- 
provement program. 


Our Public Service. Department com- 
pleted about 5 miles of hard surfaced 
streets, made some gain in street widening 
and gravelling, completed some small sewer 
extensions and started the largest main 
sewer program that has been possible to 
undertake for several years. 


The Park Department made substantial 
gain in the improvement of the park, play- 


ground and cemetery properties, and have. 


a new building nearly completed at Stabler 
Park. 


Consolidation of the City and County 
Health units was an important step in the 
direction toward efficiency and economy in 
providing our community with the best in 
public health service. 


An off-street public parking program 
was instituted and one large well located 
parcel of land has been purchased. This 
lot will be ready for use sometime this next 
summer. 


A large number of properties, located 
in the flood district along River Street, 
were purchased. This has been a forward 
step toward park development and the 
general improvement of the area. 


All but two parcels of land in the Prud- 
den Auditorium block are now City owned, 
also four parcels in the next block, to the 
west, which will be a part of the location 
for the proposed Memorial Auditorium. 


At the present time we have on hand 
(in bonds) more than two million dollars 
allocated as follows: 
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Building Fund—$350,000. 


Bridge and Grade Separation, Main 
Street—$400,000. 


No. 1 Fire Station—Shiawassee and 
Grand—$328,950. 


Off-Street Parking—$93,500.00 
Sewer Disposal Plant—$103,700. 
Parks—$150,000. 
Un-allocated—$7 45,000. 


In addition to these funds the Water 
and Light Board have two million dollars 
placed to our credit. This is in addition to 
the regular yearly grant of city services 
furnished by this department amounting 
cm approximately one-quarter million dol- 
ars. 


It is quite probable that material and 
supplies will be available for more exten- 
sive public work during the coming year. 
I therefore suggest, for your consideration, 
that the following public works projects 


be started during this year. 


1. Completion of the Weinman Creek 
Sewer project and start on the large sewer 
project in the northeast section of the City. 


2. Authorize the construction of the 
Main and Cedar Street Bridge and Grade 
Separation. 


3. Purchase one or more off-street park- 


ing. lots and improve those we now have. : 


4. Start the program for enlargement 
of the disposal system and the necessary 
legislation to place this public service on 
a utility basis. 


5. Complete the land purchase on the 
Memorial Auditorium site and allocate a 
reasonable amount of funds to this specific 
project. 


6. Start a fund tot the new city hall 
project. 


7. Authorize the construction of the new 
Central Fire Station if a fair contract can 
be arrived at. 


8. Widen South Washington Avenue 
from Main Street south to the bridge and 
re-surface South Washington Avenue from 
Main Street to Mt. Hope Avenue. 


9. Finish the widening of Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 


10. Start negotiations with the State 
Highway Department relative.to providing 
plans for a grade separation at the rail- 
road on East Saginaw Street. 


11. Lend added assistance to the park 
and playground program. 


For the year of 1947 our budget con- 
tained $1,150,000 for capital improvements, 
yet our tax rate of $14.95 per $1,000 as- 
sessed valuation was considerable lower 
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than the rate had been for the three pre- 
vious years. 


For the past few years our governing 
body has engaged in future planning; this 
to some extent was due to our inability to 
contract for the improvements which were 
needed at the time, and the policy of an- 
ticipating future needs and planning ahead 
as a means of stabilizing the annual reve- 
nue needs. If this policy is continued I am 
confident it will be possible to proceed with 
a good improvement program and_ still 
maintain a reasonable tax rate. : 


I want to thank the Council members 
for their good support and cooperation dur- 
ing the past year, and also wish to 
thank those who have given much of their 
time and effort working on the several 
City boards and commissions.

Pursuant to your request of December 
22nd, I have had a study made at the in- 
tersection of North Grand River and West 
Grand River Avenues, to determine the 
need of a School Traffic Officer for this 


location. 


Sergeant McCourt reports that seventeen 
small children crossed at this intersection 
unattended. Three mothers crossed with 
the young children, and started them on 
their way west of U. S. 16, which is 
Grand River Avenue. 


From 11:15 until 11:30 seventeen chil- 
dren again crossed at the intersection. 
Six children cut across in the middle of 
the block, and several children were seen 
crossing one block away. 


From 3:30 until 4:00 o’clock, twenty- 
four children crossed at the intersection 
and several crossed a block from the inter- 
section. The children who crossed away 
from the intersection could be taught to 
cross with a school watchman at the 
intersection. 

Traffic is very heavy, and at one time 
the children waited twelve minutes. The 
children seem afraid to cross without some 
assistance. 


Inasmuch as the School Safety budget 
provides for twenty-eight men, and at the 
present time we are using twenty-seven, I 
recommend that a man be placed at the

south to the premises on the north of 
said described lot, which said premises on 
the north are described as Lot 3 of Asses- 
sor’s Plat No. 17, City of Lansing, Ingham 
County, Michigan and classified in said 
Zoning Ordinance No. 154 as “F (1)” 
Commercial. Said driveway to not exceed 
the width of 24 feet east to west and ex- 
tending the north and south length of 
said lot 5 of Ludwig Park Subdivision ; 
said driveway to be used solely for ingress 
and egress from Eureka Street north to 
the Southerly end of Lot 3, Assessor’s 
Plat No. 17 and such driveway shall not 
be used or utilized as a storage yard or 
parking area for motor vehicles nor for 
any other use which might be considered 
to normally flow from and be incidental 
to the authorized use of Lot 3, Assessor’s 
Plat No. 17, and the said City Attorney 
requests the instruction of the Council as 
to whether he should agree to such de- 
cree. ;

In accordance with the resolution passed 
by the City Council on December 1, 1947, 
I have completed and am presenting here- 
with, a summary of our findings of the 
first of a series of three studies to be made 
of railroad crossing delays at ten grade 
crossings within the City of Lansing. The 
ten locations which I picked to make the 
study at are as follows: 


Washington Avenue at Grand Trunk

The longest delay which we encountered 
was at the Turner Street crossing between 
8:00 P.M. and 4:00 P.M. when a freight 
movement closed the crossing for 6 min- 
utes and 35 seconds. 


The crossing which we found to be closed 
the greatest number of times in a 12-hour 
period was Shiawassee Street at the Michi- 
gan Central and Pere Marquette Railroads. 
This crossing was closed on 73 different 
occasions for a total time delay of 98 min- 
utes and 20 seconds. The average number 
of delays at this crossing, per hour, was 
6.1 with a total time delay of each closing 
being 1 minute and 21 seconds. 


The second most frequently closed cross- 
ing was West Saginaw Street at the Belt- 
Line Railroad which was closed 63 times 
within a 12-hour period for a total time 
delay of 80 minutes and 20 seconds.

I found it rather interesting to compare 
the studies which we made with a study 
which appears on page 41 of the “‘Lansing 
City Plan.” The total time delay shown 
on the reports in the “City Plan” and 
taken in February of 1937, were greater 
in each instance than those delays shown 
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in the 1948 study. It is rather difficult to 
account for this variance in figures. 


It is my intention to make a _ second 
study of these crossings as soon as the 
weather conditions become more favorable 
and a third study during the summer 
months. 


So that each of you will be completely 
informed on this study, I have made a 
copy of this summary for your use.

Lawrence E. Mahon, 300 S. Howard St., 
spoke regarding the bus service and among 
other complaints was that the ending of 
service at 11:30 p.m. was too early and 
left many factory workers without trans- 
portation when leaving the night shift. 


Benjamin F. Carman, 1508 Olds Avenue, 
opposed the proposed franchise as submit- 
ted, and made complaints about certain 
features of the bus service. 


Clarion D. Smith, 1526 S. Pennsylvania 
Avenue, opposed the proposed franchise 
for a number of reason. 


Emil Karkau, 731 Shepard Street, ex- 


pressed satisfaction with the bus service 
and approved increased fares. 


S. D. Hicks, 1510 Sheridan Street, ques- 
tioned the amount of increase in fares 
which would be justified. He discussed 
schedules, overloading of buses and other 
subjects connected with the service. 


Don Cassel, 736 Cawood Street, stated 
that he considered the bus service in Lan- 
sing unusually good.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Kircher, Munyon and Reed intro-

number of families which may be housed 
in dwelling hereafter erected or altered, 
and for said purposes to divide the City 
into districts and within such districts to 
regulate and restrict the erection, con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, repair 
or use of buildings, structures and land, to 
provide for the administration of said 
regulations and to prescribe penalties for 
the violation of the provisions hereof, and 
to provide for the enforcement hereof, and 


to repeal the Zoning Ordinance passed June 


13th, 1927, and all amendments thereto 
and all other ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict herewith,” and to add 
twq new sections to be known as Sections 
8 (B) and 17 (A). 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 2 of an ordinance 
entitled, “An ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and indus- 
tries and the location of buildings designed 
for specified uses, to regulate and limit 
the height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine the area of yards, courts and other 
Open spaces surrounding buildings, to limit 
and restrict the maximum number of 
families which may be housed in dwellings 
hereafter erected or altered, and for said 
purposes to divide the City into districts 
and within such districts to regulate and 
restrict the erection, construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, repair or use of build- 
ings, structures and land, to provide for 
the administration of said regulations and 
to prescribe penalties for the violation of 
the provisions hereof, and to provide for 
the enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 1927, 
and all amendments thereto and all other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith,” is hereby amended and two 
new sections to be known as Sections 8 (B) 
and 17 (A) are added, said amended sec- 
tion and new: sections to read as follows: 


SECTION 2 
Districts 


In order to regulate and restrict the 
location of buildings and other structures 
and of premises to be used for trade, in- 
dustry, residence or other specified uses, 
to regulate and limit the height and bulk 
of buildings and other structures hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine setback building lines and the area 
of yards and other open spaces, the City 
of Lansing is hereby divided into districts 
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of which there shall be TWELVE (12) 
known as: :

“B” Residence District

“Dp” Apartment District 

“hy” Apartment-Shop District

The boundaries of the districts are shown 
upon the map attached hereto and made a 
part of this ordinance, which map is desig- 
nated as the “District Map.’’ The district 
map and all notations, references and other 
information shown thereon are a part of 
this ordinance and have the same force 
and effect as if the district map and all 
the notations, references and other in- 
formation shown thereon were all fully set 
forth or described herein, which district 
map is properly attested and is on file 
with the Clerk of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan.

(1) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, enlarged, reconstructed or struc- 
turally altered nor shall any land be used 
which does not comply with all the district 
regulations established by this ordinance 
for a district in which the building or land 
is located.

ORDINANCES 


The Commitee on Ordinances introduced 
the following ordinance which was read 
a first and second time by its title and 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend Section 1, 3 and 
10 (A) of an ordinance entitled, ‘An ordi- 
nance to regulate and restrict the location 


of trades and industries and the location, 


of buildings designed for specified uses, to 
regulate and limit the height and bulk of 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, to 
regulate and determine the area of yards, 
courts and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide the 
City into districts and within such districts 
to regulate and restrict the erection, con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, repair 
or use of buildings, structures and land, to 
provide for the administration of said regu- 
lations, and to prescribe penalties for the 
violation of the provisons hereof, and to 
provide for the enforcement hereof, and to 
repeal the zoning ordinance passed June 
18th, 1927, and all amendments thereto and 
all other ordinances or parts of ordinances 
in conflict herewith.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 1, 3 and 10 (A) of 
an ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An ordinance to 
regulate and restrict the location of trades 
and industries and the location of build- 
ings designed for specified uses, to regu- 
late and limit the height and bulk of build- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, to regu- 
late and determine the area of yards, 
courts and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide the 
City into districts and within such dis- 
tricts to regulate and restrict the erec- 
tion, construction, reconstruction, altera- 
tion, repair or use of buildings, structures 
and land, to provide for the administration 
of said regulations, and to prescribe penal- 
ties for the violation of the provisions 
hereof, and to provide for the enforcement 
hereof, and to repeal the zoning ordinance 
passed June 138th, 1927, and all amend- 
ments thereto and all other ordinances or 
parts of ordinances in conflict herewith,” 


are hereby amended to read as follows: 


7 ‘ 


SECTION 1 
Definitions 


For the purpose of this ordinance, cer- 
tain terms and words are herewith defined 
as follows: 


Words used in the present tense include 
the future; words in the singular include 
the plural number, and words in the plural 
number include the singular number; the 


word “building” includes the word ‘“‘struc-- 


ture’; the word “shall” is mandatory and 
not directory. (Any word not herein de- 
fined shall be construed as defined in the 
Housing Code of Michigan, Act 167, Pub- 


lic Acts of 1917, and amendments thereto.). 


Accessory Building: A subordinate build- 
ing or portion of main building, the use 
of which is incidental to that of the main 
building. 


Alley: A way which affords only a 
secondary means of access to abutting 
property. 


. Apartment House: See Multiple Dwell- 
ing. 


Apartment: (a) A one-room apartment 
is herein defined as an apartment contain- 
ing one livable room. 


(b) A two or more room apartment is 
one having two or more livable rooms. 


Basement: A story having part but not 
more than one-half (14) of its height below 
grade. A basement is counted as a story 
for the purpose of height regulations, if 
subdivided and used for business or dwell- 
ing purposes by others than a janitor em- 
ployed on the premises. 


Boarding House: A building other than 
a hotel, where, for compensation and by 
prearrangement for definite periods, meals, 
or lodgings and meals, are provided for 
there (3) or more persons, but not exceed- 
ing twenty (20) persons. 


Building, Height of: The vertical dis- 
tance measured from the curb level to the 
highest point of the roof surface if a 
flat roof; to the deck line of mansard 
roofs; and to the mean height level between 
eaves and ridge for gable, hip, and gambel 
roofs. For buildings set back from the 
street line the height of the building may 
be measured from the average elevation 
of the finish grade along the front of the 
building. 


Building: A _ structure having a _ roof 
supported by columns or walls and when 
separated by.a division wall without open- 
ings, each portion of such building shall 
be deemed a separate building, except as 
provided in Section 19 


Cellar: A story having more than one- 
half (14) of its height below the average 
level of the adjoining ground. A cellar 
shall not be counted as a story for pur- 
poses of height measurement. 
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Curb Level: The level of the established 
curb in front of the building measured at 
the center of such front. Where no curb 
has .been established the City, Engineer 
shall establish such curb level or _ its 
equivalent for the purpose of this ordi- 
nance. 


District: Any section of the City of 
Lansing for which the regulations govern- 
ing the use of buildings and premises or 
the height and bulk of buildings or the 
maximum number of families are uniform. 


DRIVEWAY: A PRIVATE RIGHT OF 
INGRESS AND EGRESS TO, FROM AND 
ACROSS PROPERTY LEADING TO A 
PUBLIC STREET AND TO ABUTTING 
PROPERTY. 


Dwelling: Any building, or portion 
thereof, which is designed or used exclu- 
sively for residential purposes. 


Dwelling, One-family: A detached build- 
ing designed for or occupied exclusively 
by one family. 


Dwelling, Two-family: A detached or 
semi-detached building designed for or 
occupied exclusively by two families, liv- 
ing independently of each other. 


Dwelling, Multiple: A building or por- 
tion thereof used or designed as a resi- 
dence for three or more families living in- 
dependently of each other, and doing their 
own cooking in said building, including 
apartments, apartment hotels and group 
houses. 


Family: One or more persons occupy- 
ing a premises and living as a single house- 
keeping unit, as distinguished from a group 
occupying a boarding house, a lodging 
house, or hotel, as herein defined. 


Filling Station: Any building or prem- 
ises used solely or principally for the 
storing, dispensing, sale or offering for 
a at retail of any automobile fuels or 
oils. 


Frontage: All property on one side of 
a street or place between two intersecting 
streets or places (crossing or terminating) 
measured along the line of the street or 
place, or if the street or place be dead- 
ended then all of the property abutting on 
one side between an intersecting street 
or place and the dead-end of the street or 
place. 


Garage, Private: An accessory building 
designed or used for the storage of not 
more than three (3) motor-driven vehicles 
owned and used by the occupants of the 
building to which it is accessory. 


Garage, Public: Any premises, except 
those described as a private or storage 
garage, used for the storage or care of 
self-propelled vehicles, or where any such 
vehicles are equipped for operation, repair- 
ed or kept for remuneration, hire or sale. 


Garage, Storage: A building or portion 
thereof designed or used exclusively for 


t 
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term storage by prearrangement of motor- 
driven vehicles, as distinguished from daily. 
storage furnished transients, and at which 
motor fuels and oils are not sold, and 
motor-driven vehicles are not equipped, 
repaired, hired or sold. 


Group Houses: A group of dwellings 
not more than two rooms deep facing upon 
a place as herein defined. 


Grade: (a) For buildings having walls 
adjoining one street only the elevation of 
the sidewalk at the center of the wall ad- 
joining the street. - 


(b) For buildings having walls adjoin- 
ing more than one street the average of 
the elevation of the sidewalk at the centers 
of all walls adjoining the streets. 


(c) For buildings having no wall ad- 
joining the street the average level of the 
finished surface of the ground adjacent to 
the exterior walls of the building. 


Any wall approximately parallel to and 


not more than five (5) feet from a street . 


line is to be considered as adjoining the 
street. 


Home Occupation: Any occupation or 
profession carried on by a member of a 
family, residing on the premises, in con- 
nection with which there is used no sign 
other than one non-illuminated name plate 
attached to the building entrance which is 
not more than one square foot in area; 
provided that no commodity is sold upon 
the premises; provided that no person is 
employed other than a member of the im- 
mediate family residing on the premises; 
provided that no mechanical equipment is 
installed except such that is normally for 
purely domestic or household purposes; 
and provided that not over twenty-five 
(25%) per cent of the total actual floor 
area of any story is used for home occu- 
pation or professional purposes. That a 
home occupation be permitted when ap- 
proval of a majority of all the residents 
living in the block on both sides of the 
street is given, together with approval of 
the City Plan Commission, such permission 
to be on a year to year basis. 


Hotel: A building occupied as the more 
or less temporary abiding place of indi- 
viduals who are lodged with or without 
meals and in which there are more than 
twelve (12) sleeping rooms usually occupied 
singly and no provision made for cooking 
in any individual room or apartment. 


Lodging House: A building where lodg- 
ing only is provided for compensation to 
three (3) or more, but not exeeeding 
twenty (20) persons, in contradistinction 
to hotels open to transients. 


Lot of Record: A lot which is a part 
of a supdivision, the map of which has 
been recorded in the office of the Register 
of Deeds of Ingham County,. or a lot de- 
scribed by metes and bounds, the deed to 
which has been recorded in the office of 
the Register of Deeds of Ingham County. 
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Lot: Land occupied or to be occupied 
by a building and its accessory buildings 
together with such open spaces as are re- 
quired under this ordinance and having its 
principal frontage upon a street or officially 
approved place. 


Corner Lot: A lot situated at the junc- 
tion of two or more streets or places. 


Interior Lot: A lot other than a corner 
lot. 


Through Lot: An interior lot having 
frontage on two parallel or approximately 
parallel streets. 


Lot Lines: The lines bounding a lot. 


Non-Conforming Use: Any building or 
land lawfully occupied by a use at the 
time of passage of this ordinance or 
amendments thereto which does not con- 
form after the passage of this ordinance 
or amendments thereto with the use regu- 
lations of the district in which it is 
situated. 


Parking Space: An _ accessible area, 
either garage or surfaced area, not less 
than eight (8) feet in width and twenty 
(20) feet in length which can be used for 
parking a motor vehicle at all times. 


Place: An open unoccupied space other 
than a street or alley permanently reserved 
as the principal means of access to abut- 
ting property. 


Stable, Private: A stable with capacity 
for not more than two horses, provided, 
however, that the capacity of a private 
stable may be increased if the premises 
whereon such stable is located contains an 
area of not less than five thousand (5,000) 
square feet for each horse accommodated. 


Stable, Public: A stable, other than a 
private stable, with a capacity for more 
than two horses: 


Story: That portion of a building in- 
cluded between the surface of any floor and 
the surface of the floor next above it, or 
if there be no floor above it, then the space 
between such floor and the ceiling next 
above it. 


Story, Half: A space under a sloping 
roof which has*the line of intersection of 
roof decking and wall face not more than 
three (3) feet above the top floor level, and 
in which space not more than two-thirds 
of the floor area is finished off for use. 
A half-story containing independent apart- 
ment or living quarters shall be counted 
as a full story. 


Street: All property dedicated or intend- 
ed for public or private street purposes or 
subject to public easements therefor. 


Structure: Anything constructed or 
erected, the use of which requires more or 
less permanent location on the ground or 
attached to something having a permanent 
location on the ground. When a structure 
is divided into separate parts by an un- 
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pierced wall, each part shall be deemed a 
separate structure. 


Structural Alterations: Any change in 
the supporting members of a building such 
as bearing walls, columns, beams or gird- 
ers, or any substantial changes in the roof 
and exterior walls. 


Trailer or Tourist Camp: An area con- 
taining one or more structures designed 
or intended to be used as temporary living 
facilities of two or more families and in- 
tended primarily for automobile transients 
or providing spaces where two or more 
tents or auto trailers can be parked pro- 
vided that no person or family occupies the 
parking or living facilities of such a camp 
for more than thirty (30) consecutive days. 


Yard: An open space on the same lot 
with a building unoccupied and unobstruct- 
ed from the ground upward, except as 
otherwise provided herein. The measure- 
ment of a yard shall be construed as the 
minimum horizontal distance between the 
lot line and the building or structure. 


Front Yard: <A yard extending across 
the front of the lot between the inner side 
yard lines and measured between: 


(a) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of the building, and 


(b) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of any open, unenclosed 
porch or paved terrace. 


Rear Yard: A yard extending across the 
rear of a lot measured between lot lines 
and being the minimum horizontal dis- 
tance between the rear lot line and the 
rear of the main building or any projec- 
tions other than steps, unenclosed bal- 
conies or unenclosed porches. On corner 
lots the rear yard shall be considered as 
parallel to the street upon which the lot 
has its least dimension. On both corner 
lots and interior lots the rear yard shall 
in all cases be at the opposite end of the 
lot from the front yard. 


Yard, Side: A yard between the side lot 
line and the nearest side line of the dwell- 
ing and extending from rear line of dwell- 
ing to the front lot line. 


SECTION 3 
Use Regulations 


“A”? One-family District 


In the “A”? One-family District no build- 
ing or land shall be used and no building 
shall be hereafter erected, converted or 
structurally altered, unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this ordinance, except for one or 
more of the following uses: 


(1) One-family dwellings. 

(2) Public parks and playgrounds. 

(3) Public schools, elementary and high, 
and other educational institutions with cur- 


riculum equivalent to a public elementary 
school or public high school. 
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(4) Golf courses, except miniature 
course, operated for commercial purposes. 


(6) Nurseries and truck gardening, but 
not the raising of poultry, pets or live- 
stock for strictly commercial purposes or 
on a scale that would be objectionable 
because of noise or odor to surrounding 
residences. 


(6) Accessory buildings, including one 
private garage or private stable when 
located not less than sixty (60) feet from 
the front lot line, or a private garage 
constructed as a part of the main building 
or connected thereto by a covered breeze- 
way. All such garages or subordinate 
structures shall be erected and maintained 
only as accessories to the dwelling situ- 
ated on the same lot or grounds, and shall 
not involve the conduct of a business. 


(7) Temporary buildings for uses in- 
cidental to construction work, which build- 
ings shall be removed upon the completion 
or abandonment of the construction work. 


(8) Home occupations and accessory 
buildings and uses customarily incident 
to the above uses including a private gar- 
age. Any aécessory building that is not 
a part of the main structure shall be 
located not less than sixty (60) feet from 
the front lot line. 


(9) Bulletin boards and signs, provided, 
however, that no bulletin board nor sign 
exceeding ten (10) square feet in area 
appertaining to the lease, hire or sale of 
a building or premises nor advertising sign 
of any other character shall be permitted 
in any ‘“‘A” One-family District. 


(10) PRIVATE DRIVEWAYS. 


In any “A” Qne-family District, no 
show, meeting, entertainment, exhibition, 
or ‘religious service of any kind, shall be 
held under canvas or in the open air unless 
there is first filed with the Building Com- 
missioner the written consent of the owners 
of sixty (60) per cent of all residential 
property within a radius of four hundred 
feet from the place of such meeting. 


SECTION 10 (A) 
Use Regulations 
, “I” PUBLIC PARKING DISTRICT 


In the “J” Public Parking District, no 
building or land shall: be used, and no 
building shall be hereafter erected, con- 
verted or structurally altered, unless other- 
wise provided in this ordinance, except 
for the public parking of automobiles. 


(1) Such Public Parking Districts shall 
be contiguous to a “D-M”’ Multiple Dwell- 
ing District or a District of lower zoning 
classification on at least one side; provided, 
however, that there may be a private drive- 
way or public alley between such ‘‘J’’ Pub- 
lic Parking District and any such ‘‘D-M’”’ 
Multiple Dwelling or lower zoning classi- 
fication. 
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(2) Entrances, exits and parking drives 
shall be not less than twelve (12) feet in 
width and shall be over properties zoned 
“D-M’’ Multiple Dwelling or a lower zon- 
ing classification. 


(3) Such property shall be hard sur- 
faced WITH BRICK, CONCRETE, OR 


. PLANT MIXED BITUMINOUS MATER- 


IAL and maintained in a usable dust- 
proof condition. 


(4) Such property shall be used only for 
vehicle parking with no repair work, wash- 
ing, greasing or sale of merchandise or 
servicing of any kind. 


(5) Such property shall be lighted in its 
entirety from thirty (30) minutes after 
sundown until thirty (30) minutes before 
sunrise to an intensity of not less than one 
and one-half (1.5) foot-candles nor more 
than five (5) foot-candles and such lights 
shall be so arranged and reflected as to 
cause no annoying glare on adjoining prop- 
erties. 


' When such properties are closed to ac- 
tive parking, and used only for dead park- 
ing or storage, a protective minimum light 
intensity of two-tenths of one (.02) foot- 
candle shall be maintained. 


A higher maximum intensity of lighting 
may be authorized by a two-thirds vote of 
the members elect of the City - Council 
after they have been notified by the Build- 
ing Commissioner that such additional 
lighting will not be a nuisance to adjoin- 
ing properties. Such permission to be on 
a year to year basis. 


When any such property is emptied of 
all vehicles and so closed that no vehicles 
may enter then no lighting need be main- 
tained. 


(6) Wherever a parking district bound- 
ary adjoins property zoned for any residen- 
tial use, a dense shrubbery planting three 
(3) feet wide and at least five (5) feet 
and not more than eight (8) feet in height 
shall be maintained along such boundary 
or a solid masonry wall not less than three 
(8) feet nor more than four (4) feet in 
height shall be erected and maintained 
thereon. 


(7) All street boundaries shall be treat- 
ed the same as above, except such portions 
as are used for entrances or exits. 


(8) Necessary curbs or other protection 
against damage to adjoining properties 
shall be provided and maintained. 


(9) Parking may be with or without 
charge. 


(10) No sign shall be erected upon such 
properties except not more than one (1) 
sign at each entrance to indicate the opera- 
tor, the purpose for which operated, and 
the parking rates. Such signs shall not 
exceed fifteen (15) square feet in area, 
shall not extend more than ten (10) feet 
in height above the nearest curb, and shall 
be entirely upon the property so zoned.

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(11) Plans for the development of any 
property so zoned must be approved by the 
Building Commissioner before construction 
is started, AND NO SUCH LAND SHALL 
BE USED FOR ‘‘J” PUBLIC PARKING

No license shall be issued to any appli- 
cant unless he shall be over twenty-one 
years of age and a citizen of the United 
States.

ORDINANCES 


Alderman Kircher introduced the follow- 
ing Ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


BUS FRANCHISE 


AN ORDINANCE granting to Inter-City 
Coach Line Company, a Michigan corpora- 
tion, its successors and assigns, the right 
to own and operate a city bus transporta- 
tion system for hire within, through and 
from place to place about the City of 
Lansing, for a period of fifteen (15) years 
and to repeal all other ordinances or parts 
of ordinances inconsistent herewith. 


The City of Lansing ordains that: 


Section 1. Definition of Terms... The term 
“Company” shall mean Inter-City Coach 
Line Company, a corporation organized and 
existing under the laws: of the ‘State of 
Michigan, and its successors and assigns. 
The term ‘City’ shall mean the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, a Michigan Municipal 
Corporation, except when used in a terri- 
torial] sense, when it shall be held to mean 
and include not only the present corpor- 
ate limits of the City of Lansing, but the 
corporate limits as they may hereafter be 
extended. The term “City Council’’. shall 
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mean the present governing body of the 
City or the incumbents of any offices here- 
after created by law or by charter, per- 
forming similar functions. The term 
“Streets” means the streets, avenues, alleys, 
bridges and other public places in the city 
however they may be designated. 


Sec. 2. Nature and Term of Grant. The 
authority, right and privilege of operating 
motor vehicles within the City of Lansing 
upon and over the roads, streets, avenues, 
alleys, highways and public places within 
the limits of the City of Lansing as now 
constituted or as hereinafter lawfully ex- 
tended during the period of the grant here- 
in, for the purpose of transporting pas- 
sengers for hire within, through and from 
place .to place about the City of Lansing 
be and hereby is granted and secured to 
Inter-City Coach Line Company, a Michi- 
gan corporation, its successors and assigns, 
for a period of 15 years from date on which 
it shall. become effective, as provided in 
Section 18 hereof, subject to the terms, 
conditions and restrictions hereinafter men- 
tioned. 


Sec. 3. ‘Buses or Vehicles. The character 
and type of transportation equipment shall 
consist of motor buses propelled by power 
generated by gasoline, electricity or other- 
wise. The Company shall provide and main- 
tain sufficient motor bus equipment to fur- 
nish reasonable transportation service and 
shall maintain the same in a safe, depend- 
able and sanitary condition. ' 


Sec. 4. Routes and Schedules. Regular 
motor bus transportation service shall be 
established, operated and regularly main- 
tained on the routes established by the 
license therefor in effect on the date hereof. 
Provided, however, that temporary rerout- 
ing in cases of emergency may be made 
with the approval of the Mayor, and the 
City Council Committee on Transportation. 
The City Council may from time to time 
order reasonable and necessary extensions 
or eliminations of routes, lines of service, 
any such order to be made only after 
proper notice to the Company and after 
an opportunity for public hearing thereon. 
Within thirty days after the issuance of 
any such order the Company may question 
the reasonableness of the extension or 
elimination ordered and the same shall be 
submitted to a board of arbitrators as pro- 
vided in Section 334 of the present Charter 
of the City of Lansing. The findings of 
such board of arbitrators shall be final and 
shall be binding-upon the parties at in- 
terest. Should the said board of arbitrators 
uphold the City Council in ordering such 
extension or changes, the failure of the 
Company to comply with such order within 
sixty (60) days shall constitute a cause for 
forfeiture of this franchise which may be 
declared by the City Council. Adjustments 
in schedules may be made by the Company 
to meet varying conditions, subject to 
Council approval. 


Sec. 5. Stop Zones. Subject to the ap- 
proval of the City Council the Company 
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may designate bus stops and shall designate 
the same with markers indicating to the 
traveling public where the buses stop. At 
all such designated stops on the motor bus 
routes of the Company, the City shall set 
aside an adequate space or zone in which 
vehicles shall not be permitted to inter- 
fere with bus operations. The City shall 
also establish and enforce such traffic rules 
and regulations as shall serve to expedite 
the movement of the Company’s buses. 


Sec. 6. The maximum fares to be 
charged by the Company for the transpor- 
tation of persons shall be as follows: 


(a) Except as hereinafter provided, the 
fare to be charged all passengers shall be 
ten (10) cents or a token to be sold by the 
Company at the rate of three (3) tokens 
for twenty-five (25) cents, provided that 
such fare or token shall entitle the pas- 
senger to a free transfer at the time of 
payment of fare acceptable for transporta- 
tion by the holder thereof at bus route 
intersections, 


(b) Children between the ages of six (6) 
and eighteen (18) years, inclusive, attend- 
ing schools, shall be permitted, during the 
school term, to purchase monthly passes 
at the price of Two Dollars ($2.00) each 
which will permit of unlimited riding for 
the calendar month during which sold, on 
school days between the hours of 7:00 A.M. 
and 4:30 P.M. 


(c) Federal mail carriers and institu- 
tional employees may be carried on special 
service tokens to be sold by the Company 
in quantity at the rate of twenty-five (25) 
cents for three (3) tokens, which tokens 
shall entitle the passenger to a free trans- 
fer at the time of payment of fare accept- 
able for transportation by the holder 
thereof at bus route intersections. 


(d) Policemen and firemen of the City 
of Lansing when in uniform shall be car- 
ried free. 


The Company is hereby prohibited from 
making any unjust discrimination in the 
matter of rates; charges or character of 
service and is prohibited from giving or 
granting, either directly or indirectly, any 
pass, frank, free ticket or free service to 
any person whomsoever, except to its own 
employees when traveling on business of 
the Company and to the employees of the 
fire and police departments of the City 
of Lansing when in uniform, as aforesaid. 


The maximum rate of fare shall not be 
increased, but may be reduced to a point 


not below such as would bring a fair and . 


reasonable rate of return upon the neces- 
sary cash working capital and value of 
the property actually and necessarily used 
in the operation. The method of determin- 
ing such valuation shall be such as is pre- 
scribed in Section 319 of the City Charter 
of the City of Lansing, adopted August 27, 
1912. In the event of contest, question or 
review of councilmanic action relative to 
reduction in. rates, Council may require 
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duplicate accounts to be kept of operations 
under such reduced and prior rates. After 
an examination of such accounts and a 
hearing thereon if such reduction is upheld, 
the difference between the income under 
such prior rates and under such reduced 
rates is to be turned in to the City 
Treasury. Any reduction in rates shall be 
subject to arbitration as provided in Sec- 
tion 334 of the present Charter of the City 
of Lansing. 


Sec. 7. Arbitration. Whenever arbitra- 
tion is required under the present Charter 
of the City of Lansing or is allowed or 
provided for in this franchise, the arbitra- 
tors shall be chosen in the following man- 
ner: The Company, within ten (10) days 
after claiming such arbitration, shall name 
two (2) arbitrators; the Council within 
ten (10) days after notice thereof shall 
name two (2) arbitrators; within ten (10) 
days after their appointment, the four (4) 
arbitrators so chosen, shall name a fifth 
(5th) arbitrator. If the said arbitrators 
are unable to agree upon a fifth (5th) 
arbitrator, within ten (10) days thereafter, 
the presiding judge of the Circuit Court of 
Ingham County, Michigan, or one of the 
judges designated by him shal] automatic- 
ally become said fifth (5th) arbitrator. 


Sec. 8. Value. The value of the property 
of this Company within the City, and of 
such portion of the property beyond the 
City limits as is actually and necessarily 
used in, belonging to, and a part of the 
local service, is hereby fixed at the sum of 
Seven Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($750,000.00). 


Sec. 9. Reports. Not later than ninety 
(90) days after the close of each fiscal 
year of the Company, the Company shall 
make and file with the City Clerk a veri- 
fied report showing its assets and liabilities 
at the close of such fiscal year and a de- 
tailed statement of its operations for such 
fiscal year. The Council shall prescribe 
the form of reports to be made by the said 
Company and to what accounts and under 
what heads the different character of items 
and expenditures shall be charged and re- 
ported, and shall retain the right to super- 
vise the accounting methods used in com- 
piling the said reports. All the records, 
books of accounts, contracts, vouchers and 
other documents or papers of the Company 
shall at all times during business hours 
be open to the inspection of the Council, 
Mayor or other representatives of the City 
authorized by the Council, who may make 
transcripts thereof in whole or in part. 


Sec. 10. Insurance. The Company shall 
obtain and file with the City Clerk of the 
City and continue the same in full force 
and effect during the period of this grant, 
a policy or policies of liability insurance 
or a bond or bonds of indemnity, as. the 
Company may elect, conditioned for the 
benefit of persons suffering injury, loss or 
damage to person or property by virtue of 
the negligent operation, condition or main- 
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tenance of motor bus transportation equip- 
ment by the Company, which policy or 
policies or bond or bonds shall be in com- 
panies or with sureties to be approved by 
the City Council. Such policy or policies 
or bond or bonds shall be in the sum of 
not less than ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) for the injury or death of any 
one person, and not less than the sum of 
One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,- 
000.00) for the injury or death of all per- 
sons affected by any one accident, and not 
less than the sum of Five Thousand Dol- 
lars ($5,000.00) for damage to property in 
any one accident. Such coverage shall be 
for all transportation vehicles used for 
service herein authorized, and shall con- 
tinue undiminished. Insurance or bonds 
in the amounts not less than those specified 
herein shall be in effect during the entire 
time such motor buses are in operation 
under this grant. 


The foregoing provisions of this section 
may be adjusted by agreement between the 
City Council and the Company; Provided 
that such adjustments adequately protect 
the public and the City. 


Sec. 11. Company to Save City Harm- 
less. The Company shall at all times save 
the City harmless from any and all dam- 
ages, lawful claims and demands for in- 
jury to person or property which may be 
made against the City in any manner 
growing out of the maintenance or opera- 
tion or both of such motor buses or any 
equipment of the Company, and in case 
suit shall be filed against the City either 
independently or jointly with the Company 
to recover an account of any such claims 
or damages, the Company on notice to it 
by the City, shall defend the City against 
such action and in the event a judgment 
shall be obtained against the City, either 
independently of, or jointly with, the Com- 
pany, on account solely of the acts of the 
Company, the Company shall pay such 
judgment with all costs and hold the City 
harmless therefrom. 


Sec. 12. Franchise Fees. Compensation 
for Franchise. The Company shall pay to 
the City of Lansing on or before the 15th 
day of April of each year during the period 
of this ordinance, the sum of One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) for each bus owned, leased 
or operated by the Company under this 
franchise for the right to use the streets, 
alleys and other public thoroughfares as 
herein granted, the same to be in lieu of 
any kind and all other license fees and 
or charges now or hereafter levied on ac- 
count of the use thereof. 


Sec. 13. Regulation of Safety. The Coun- 
cil may from time to time make all regu- 
lations which it shall deem necessary to 
secure, in the most ample manner, the 
safety, welfare, and convenience of the 
public. 


Sec. 14. Rights of Purchase. The Com- 
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pany by the acceptance of this ordinance 
hereby grants to the City, and the City 
reserves unto itself, the right, at the termi- 
nation of this grant, or any renewal hereof, 
and also at fifteen (15) years from the 
time of the taking effect of this grant, 
and at any five (5) year period thereafter, 
or upon the forfeiture thereof, upon giving 
at least six (6) months’ previous notice in 
writing of its intentions so to do, to ac- 
quire by purchase the tangible property of 
the Company within the City or elsewhere, 
used in connection with the local bus trans- 
portation business covered by this ordi- 
nance, upon the terms and conditions pro- 


vided in Section 327 of the present Charter: 


of the City of Lansing; Provided, however, 
that if the right to purchase shall be exer- 
cised by. the City at the end of the first 
fifteen (15) year period or at any five (5) 


year period thereafter, then, except in case. 


of forfeiture, there shall be added as part 
of the purchase price to the cash value of 
the property, determined as provided in 


Section 327 of the Charter two and one-. 


half (214) per cent of the amount thereof.. 


Sec. 15. Assignment of Franchise. Neither 
this franchise nor any rights herein shall 
be assigned, transferred, sold, or sub-let, 
in whole or in part, either directly or in- 
directly, without the express consent of 
the City Council first obtained by ordinance 
duly enacted. 


Sec. 16. Forfeiture. This franchise may 
be forfeited by appropriate judicial pro- 
ceedings or the City Council may at any 
time declare a forfeiture of this grant for 
the violation or default by the Company of 
any of the terms hereof, provided that none 
of the terms of this grant shall be deemed. 
to be violated so as to permit of such for- 
feiture unless the Company shall first be 
given written notice of such violation or 
default, which notice shall state with par- 
ticularity wherein such violation or default 
consists, and of the intent to declare a for- 
feiture, and thereafter if such violation 
or default shall continue for a period of 
more than sixty (60) days after the re- 
ceipt by the Company of such written 
notice, all the rights and privileges had 
by the Company under the provisions of 
this ordinance may be forthwith declared 
forfeited and revoked; Provided, however, 
that the Company shall not be deemed to 
be in default in the performance of any 
provisions of this grant, nor shall any for- 
feiture be invoked for any violation of or 
failure to perform any provisions hereof, 
due to strikes, lockouts, civil insurrection 
and disorder, acts of God, or any other 
causes beyond the control of the Company. 


Sec. 17. Invalidity. Each section of this 
ordinance and each part of each section 
hereof is hereby declared to be an in- 
dependent section or part of section, and 
the holding of any section or part thereof 
to be unconstitutional, void, illegal, in- 
effective or contrary to the provisions of 
the Charter of the City, or thé amendments 
thereto, or the laws of the State of Michi- 
gan, for any reason, shall] not affect any

Sec. 18. Acceptance and Submission to 
Vote of the Electors. This ordinance or the 
franchise hereby granted shall be without 
effect unless the same shall be accepted in 
writing filed with the City Clerk by the 
Company within two (2) months from the 
passage hereof. Upon such acceptance, 
however, this ordinance shall be submitted 
to the electors of the City of Lansing for 
their approval at a special election to be 
held for such purpose in said City within 
six (6) months of the adoption of this 
ordinance, and upon the approval thereof 
by at least three-fifths of the qualified 
electors voting thereon, shall become effec- 
tive; otherwise to be of no force and effect. 


Sec. 19. Inconsistent Ordinances. All 
ordinances contrary to or inconsistent with 
the provisions of this ordinance and the 
franchise thereby granted are, in the event 
of the taking effect hereof pursuant to a 
vote of the electors as provided in the pre- 
ceding section, repealed.

CITY OF LANSING EMPLOYMENT 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for all 
City employees who are not under the 
jurisdiction of a Board: 


1. POLICY: Any employee or employees 
shall have the right and privilege of ap- 
pearing before the Department Head, the 
Labor Relations Committee of the City 
Council or the City Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feel: 


ing himself aggrieved shall personally re- 
port said grievance to the Foreman and 
if after a reasonable time the employee 
feels that the Foreman has ignored his 
grievance or the same has not been settled 
satisfactorily to him he may go directly 
to the Department Head, and if, after a 
reasonable time the employee feels that 
the Department Head has ignored his 
grievance or the same has not been settled 
satisfactorily to him, he may go directly 
to. the Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council, and if, after a reasonable 
time the employee feels that the Labor 
Relations Committee of the City Council 
has ignored his grievance, or the same has 
not been settled satisfactorily ‘to him, he 
may go to the City Couneil as a whole. 


8. HOURS: Forty hours shall ecbabitute 
a work week, and eight hours a work day, 
for which the regular hourly. rate shall 
be paid and time and one-half thereafter 
shall be paid:to hourly employees. All em- 
ployees who work four or more hours be- 
tween 7:00 P.M. and 8 200. A.M. shall re- 
ceive 5c per hour premium pay for each 
hour, up to eight hours, work in that 
shift. The premium of 5c per hour is to 
be added to the total wages and does not 
increase the pay rate, and is not construed 
to apply to an overtime rate. All hourly 
and weekly employees shall be paid on 
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the basis of an 8-hour day for the follow- 
ing holidays: New Year’s Day, Decoration 
Day, July 4th, Labor Day, Thanksgiving 
and Christmas. If an employee is: required 
to work by his supervisor on a holiday, 
he shall be paid at the rate of time and 
one-half for such hours and double time 
shall be paid for all Sundays that the 
employee works, providing the employee has 
not lost time in the work week. 


4. SENIORITY: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who enter the Armed Forces of the United 
States in the present emergency shall be 
given a leave of absence from their posi- 
tions, and upon their Honorable Discharge 
and if physically fit to perform the duties 
of the position which they held upon en- 
tering the service, shall be reinstated to 
such position or oné comparable to it with 
seniority rights computed to the date of 
re-entering City employment: Provided, 
that application be made within 90 days 
after such discharge. 


(b) That anyone who obtains a written 
leave of absence shall retain his seniority 
upon his return to city employment. 


(c) That anyone absent due to. sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 


that he has not accepted employment else-. 


where during time off, not to exceed two 
years, shall be considered in continuous 
service of the City. 


(dad) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 
employment with the City shall immedi- 
ately forfeit all seniority rights and any 
person who may be laid off from em- 
ployment by the City and who is not 
re-employed by the City within one year, 
shall forfeit all accumulated seniority. 


Any person who is laid off shall be 
placed at the top of the hiring list, if 
physically fit, and shall have the same 
seniority he had prior to being laid off. 


5. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each Depart- 
ment will provide a bulletin board for the 
exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any person request- 
ed to report for work with no work avail- 
able, shall receive a minimum of two hours 
of “hour pay” at the regular hourly rate. 


7. SICK LEAVE: Employees with 6 
months service or less—no sick leave; em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service—2 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employets with over 2 years and up to 
5 years service—3 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
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10 years service—4 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5 weeks @ $20.00 per week after first 
week per year. i 


Balance of unused sick leave not to ex- 
ceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for 
period not to exceed 4 years plus sick leave 
for current year. Maximum in any case 
not to exceed 13 weeks. 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
certificate or other satisfactory evidence. 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first week of disability until employee has 
been disabled for 21 consecutive days in 
which case sick leave shall start from first 
day of disability, except Garbage employees 
only shall be paid at the same rate allowed 
by the Workmen’s Compensation Act from 
the time of injury until released by the 
Doctor. 


No sick leave pay to be granted in com- 
pensable accident cases where employees 
receive workmen’s compensation. 


8 WAGE AND HOURS: All questions 
concerning wage and hours shall be dis- 
cussed with the Labor Relations Committee 
whose duty it is to discuss such matters 
with the Salary, Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the City Council and it shall be 
the duty of the Salary, Ways and Means 
Committee to bring the question before the 
City Council as a whole for final disposi- 
tion. 


A hearing date shall be established so 
that employees’ committees may meet with 
the Labor Relations Committee of the 
Council to discuss wages and hours for the 
fiscal year. Such hearing date shall be on 
or before the 2nd Thursday of January of 
each calendar year, said Labor Relations 
Committee of the Council shall also meet 
with the employees’ representatives on or 
about the lst Thursday in April to report 
results accomplished. 


9. VACATIONS: All regular full time 
City employees who are paid on an hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing shall 
receive vacation with pay under the fol- 
lowing rules: 


(a) All regular hourly rate employees 
having from 1 to 3 years sérvice, inclusive, 
shall be given one week vacation with pay 
annually. Regular hourly rate employees 
with more than 3 years service shall be 
given 2 weeks vacation with pay annually, 
if accrued and earned, which shall be pre- 
dicated upon one day of vacation for each 
180 hours employed, but not to exceed two 
calendar weeks, and they shall be paid 
during said vacation period on the basis 
of the normal work week for the job or 
class of work on which they are regularly 
employed, and at the authorized rate of 
pay at the time the vacation is taken. 
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(b) Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year 
if accrued and earned which shall be pre- 
dicated upon one day of vacation for each 
four and one-third weeks employed, but 
not to exceed two calendar weeks per year 
and they shall be paid on the basis of 
a five day work week at the authorized 
rate of pay at the time the vacation is 
taken. 


(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to vaca- 
tion leave, shall receive one day’s leave 
for each 180 hours worked, the whole not 
to exceed two calendar weeks and shall 
be paid therefor on the basis of five eight 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) An employee, upon request of his 
Department Head, may waive his rights to 
his vacation and continue to work, instead, 
receiving therefor his regular pay in addi- 
tion to his vacation pay. 


(e) For computing vacations for the 
ealendar year 1945 the accrual of time em- 
ployed, shall begin on May 1, 1944. Vaca- 
tion schedules for employees of all depart- 
ments shall be developed by the Depart- 
ment Heads. It shall be the policy of each 
Department Head to schedule vacations 
over as wide a period as possible in order 
to eliminate the necessity of extra help. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulations, together with any 
amendments, shall be posted on the em- 
ployee’s bulletin board.

The following report has been on file 
for one week in the office of the City Clerk 
in accordance with Section 92 of the City 
Charter: 


The Committees on WAYS AND MEANS 
and SALARIES to whom was referred the 
matter of the City of Lansing Budget for 
the fiscal year 1948-49 report as follows: 
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We submit the budget for the fiscal year 
beginning May 1, 1948, and ending April 
30, 1949. Total appropriations amount to 
$4,537,344.388 and from this total is deduct- 
ed $2,194,841.72 of estimated revenues from 
sources other than the general property 
tax, leaving a net total to be raised by 
taxation of $2,342,502.66. This is an in- 
crease in the tax levy of $210,942.20 over 
last year. This budget includes appro- 
priations for public improvements of 
$1,316,500.00, an increase in this item of 
$159,000.00 over last year. A cost of liv- 
ing bonus of $240.00 for each employee is 
provided for in this budget and the cost 
of same amounts to approximately $170,- 
000.00 including pension cost. 


This budget also provides for 8 addi- 
tional firemen, 8 additional policemen and 
1 additional policewoman ; the cost of same 
including uniform allowance and pension 
costs amounts to approximately $56,000.00.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Munyon introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec-~ 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to amend Sections 2, 
10 (A) and 19 of an ordinance entitled, 
“An ordinance to regulate and restrict the 
location’ of trades and industries and the 
location of buildings designed for specified 
uses, to regulate and limit the height and 
bulk of buildings hereafter erected or 
altered, to regulate and determine the area 
of yards, courts and other open spaces 
surrounding buildings, to limit and restrict 


a 
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the maximum number of families which 
may be housed in dwellings hereafter erect- 
ed or altered, and for said purposes to 
divide the city into districts and within 
such districts to regulate and restrict the 
erection, construction, reconstruction, alter- 
ation, repair or use of buildings, structures 


- and land, to provide for the administration 


of said regulations, and to prescribe penal- 
ties for the violation of the provisions here- 
of, and to provide for the enforcement 
hereof, and to repeal the zoning ordinance 
passed June 13th, 1927, and all amendments 
thereto and all other ordinances or parts 
of ordinances in conflict herewith.” 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 2, 10 (A), and 19 of 
an ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An ordinance to 
regulate and restrict the location of trades 
and industries and the location of buildings 
designed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings here- 
after erected or altered, to. regulate and 
determine the area of yards, courts and 
other open spaces surrounding buildings, to 
limit and restrict the maximum number of 
families which may be housed in dwellings 
hereafter erected or altered, and for said 
purposes to divide the city into districts 
and within such districts to regulate and 
restrict the erection, construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, repair or use of build- 
ings, structures and land, to provide for 
the administration of said regulations and 
to prescribe penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof, and to provide for 
the enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
zoning ordinance passed June 13th, 1927, 
and all amendments thereto and all other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith,” are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


SECTION 2 
Districts 
In order to regulate and restrict the 

location of buildings and other structures 
and of premises to be used for trade, in- 
dustry, residences or other specified uses, 
to regulate and limit the height and bulk 
of buildings and other. structures hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine setback building lines and the area of 
yards and other open spaces, the City of 
Lansing is hereby divided into districts of 
which there shal! be eleven (11) known as: 

“-"* One-family District 

“B Residence District 

“Cr Two-family District 

“D-M” Multiple Dwelling District 

“> Apartment District 

ae Apartment-Shop District 

“ee Commercial District 


“G’” Business District 
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“H” Light Industrial District 
pays Heavy Industrial District 
“<g”’ Parking District 


. The boundaries of the districts are shown 
upon the map attached hereto and made a 
part of this ordinance, which map is des- 
ignated as the ‘‘District Map.” The district 
map and all notations, references and 
other information shown thereon are a part 
of this ordinance and have the same force 
and effect as if the district map and all 
notations, references and other information 
shown thereon were fully set forth or 
described herein, which district map is 
properly attested and is on file with the 
Clerk of the City of Lansing, Michigan. 


All territory which may hereafter be 
annexed to the City of Lansing shall be 
considered as being in the ‘‘A’’ One-family 
District until otherwise changed by ordin- 
ance. 


Except as hereinafter provided: 


(1) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, enlarged, reconstructed or structur- 
ally altered nor shall any land be used 
which does not comply with all the district 
regulations established by this ordinance 
for a district in which the buiding or land 
is located. 


(2) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, reconstructed or structurally altered 
to exceed the height or bulk limit herein 
established for the district in which such 
building is located. 


(3) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, reconstructed, or structurally altered 
so as to intrude upon the area required for 
the front, side and rear yards as herein es- 
tablished ; provided further, that no yard or 
open space on adjoining property shall be 
considered as providing a yard or open 
space for a lot wherever a building is to 
be erected. 


(4) No lot area shall be so reduced or 
diminished that the yards or other open 
spaces shall be smaller than prescribed by 
this ordinance, nor shall the density of 
population be increased in any manner 
except in conformity with the area regu- 
lations as hereinafter provided, nor shall 
the area of any lot be reduced below the 
minimum requirements herein established. 


(5) Every building hereafter erected or 
structurally altered shall be located on a 
lot as herein defined and in no case shall 
there be more than one main building and 
the customary accessory building on one lot 
as hereinafter provided. 


SECTION 10 (A) 
Use Regulations 
“J”? PARKING DISTRICT 


In the “J”? Parking District, no land shall 
be used, and no building shall be hereafter 
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erected, converted or structurally altered, 
unless otherwise provided in this ordinance. 


(1) Such Parking Districts shall be con- 
tiguous to a “D-M’’ Multiple Dwelling Dis- 
trict of a district of lower zoning classifi- 
cation on at least one side; provided, how- 
ever, that there may be a private drive- 
way or public alley between such ‘“‘J”’ 
Parking District and any such ‘“‘D-M” 
Multiple Dwelling or lower zoning classi- 
fication. 


(2) Entrances, exits and parking drives 
shall be not less than twelve (12) feet in 
width and shall be over properties zoned 
“D-M’”’ Multiple Dwelling or a lower zon- 
ing classification. 


(3) Such property shall be hard sur- 
faced WITH BRICK, CONCRETE, OR 
PLANT MIXED BITUMINOUS MATERI- 
AL and maintained in a usable dustproof 
condition. 


(4) Such property shall be used only for 
vehicle parking with no repair work, wash- 
ing, greasing, or sale of merchandise or 
servicing of any kind. 


(5) Such property shall be lighted in its 
entirety from thirty (380) minutes after 
sundown until thirty (30) minutes before 
sunrise to an intensity of not less than one 
and one-half (1.5) foot-candles nor more 
than five (5) foot-candles and such lights 
shall be so arranged and reflected as to 
cause no annoying glare on adjoining prop- 
erties. 


When such properties are closed to ac- 
tive parking, and used only for dead park- 
ing or storage, a protective minimum light 
intensity of two-tenths of one (0.2) foot- 
candle shal] be maintained. 


A higher maximum intensity of lighting 
may be authorized by a two-thirds vote 
of the members elect of the City Council 
after they have been notified by the Build- 
in Commissioner that such additional light- 
ing will not be a nuisance to adjoining 
properties. Such permission to be on a 
year to year basis. 


When any such property is emptied of 
vehicles and so closed that no vehicles may 
enter, then no lighting need be maintained. 


(6) Wherever a parking district bound- 
ary adjoins property zoned for any resi- 
dential use, a dense shrubery planting three 
(3) feet wide and at least five (5) feet and 
not more than eight (8) feet in height 
shall be maintained along such boundary 
or a solid masonry wall not less than three 
(3) feet nor more than four (4) feet in 
height shall be erected and maintained 
thereon. 


(7) All street boundaries shall be treat- 
ed the same as above, except such portions 
as are used for entrances or exits. 


(8) Necessary curbs or other protection 
against damage to adjoining properties 
shall be provided and maintained. 
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(9) Parking may be with or without 
charge. 


(10) No sign shall be erected upon such 
properties except not more than one (1) 
sign at each entrance to indicate the oper- 
ator, the purpose for which operated, and 
the parking rates. Such signs shall not 
exceed fifteen (15) square feet in area, 
shall not extend more than ten (10) feet 
in height above the nearest curb, and shall 
be entirely upon the property so zoned. 


(11) Plans for the development of any 
property so zoned must be approved by the 
Building Commissioner before construction 
is started, AND NO SUCH LAND SHALL 
BE USED FOR “J” PARKING UNTIL 
APPROVED BY THE BUILDING COM- 
MISSIONER. 


SECTION 19 
Height and Area Exceptions 


The foregoing requirements in the height 
and area districts shall be subject to the 
following exceptions and regulations: 


HEIGHT 


(a) Public, semi-public or public service 
buildings, hospitals, institutions, or schools; 
when permitted in a district, may be erect- 
ed to a height not exceeding sixty (60) ft., 
and churches and temples may be erected 
to a height not exceeding seventy-five (75) 
feet if the building is set back from each 
yard line at least one (1) foot for each 
foot of additional building height above 
the height limit otherwise provided in the 
district in which the building is built. 


(b) One-family dwellings in the thirty- 
five foot height district may be increased 
in height by not more than ten (10) feet 
when two (2) side yards of not less than 
fifteen (15) feet each are provided. Such 
dwellings, however, shall not exceed three 
(3) stories in height. 


(c) Chimneys, towers, penthouses, scen- 
ery, lofts, sugar refineries, monuments, 
cupolas, domes, spires, false mansards, par- 
apet walls, similar structures and necessary 
mechanical appurtenances may be erected 
to a height in accordance with existing or 
hereafter adopted ordinances of the City 
of Lansing. 


(d) On through lots one hundred and 
fifty (150) feet or less in depth the height 
of a building may be measured from the 
curb level on either street. On through 
lots more than one hundred and fifty (150) 
feet in depth the height regulations and 
basis of height measurements for the street 
permitting the greater height shall apply 
to a depth of not. more than one hundred 
and fifty (150) feet from that street. 


(e) In the “G” Business District for a 
building located on a lot at the intersec- 
tion of streets and different widths the 
volume permitted on the wider street shall 
be allowed along the narrower street for 
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a distance not to exceed one hundred and 
fifty (150) feet. 


(f) That in the “D-M” Multiple Dwell- 
ing District when the total land area on 
which an apartment house is to be built is 
one hundred thousand (100,000) or more 
square ft. and is surrounded on all sides by 
public streets (not alleys) the height and 
area regulations for the “D-M’’ Multiple 
Dwelling District shall be waived and the 
height and area regulations for the ‘‘D’’ 
Apartment District shall apply, except that 
an additionalset back from each boundary 
line of one (1) foot for each one (1) foot 
in height above forty-five (45) feet or three 
(8) stories be required. 


AREA 


(a) For the purpose of side yard regu- 
lations, a two-family dwelling shall be con- 
sidered as one building occupying one lot. 


(b) In the case of group houses or court 
apartments, buildings may rear upon the 
required side yard, provided: 


First: For group houses the required 
side yard shall be increased by one (1) 
foot for each building abutting there- 
on. 


Second: For apartment houses the 
required side yard shall be increased 
by one (1) foot for each stairway open- _ 
ing onto or served by such side yard. 


Third: The width of the place or 
court shall not be less than three (3) 
times the width of the side yard as re- 
quired in this provision, provided that 
open unenclosed porches may project 
into a required place or court not more 
than twenty (20) per cent of the width 
of said place or court. 


Fourth: Where a roadway is provided 
in the place or court the width for 
such roadway shall be in addition to 
the width required above. 


Fifth: All other requirements “in- 
cluding front, side and rear yards, shall 
be complied with in accordance with 
the district in which such group houses 
or court apartments are located. 


(c) The side yard requirements for 
dwellings shall be waived where dwellings 
are erected above stores or shops, except 
as provided in the “E’’ Apartment-Shop 
District. 


(d) In computing the depth of a rear 
yard for any building where such yard 
opens onto an alley, one-half of such alley 
may be assumed to be a portion of the 
rear yard. 


(e) An accessory building not exceeding 
fifteen feet (15) in height may occupy not 
more than thirty (30) per cent of a re- 
quired rear yard. 


(f) Every part of a required yard or 
court shall be open from its lowest point 
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to the sky unobstructed, except for the 
ordinary projection of sills, belt courses, 
cornices, buttresses, ornamental features 
and eaves; provided, however, that none of 
the above projections shall project into a 
minimum court more than six (6) inches 
nor into a minimum side yard more than 
twenty-four (24) inches. 


(gz) No cornices shall project over the 
street line more than five (5) per cent 
of the width of such street, and in no case 
project more than four (4) feet. 


(h) Open or enclosed fire escapes, fire- 
proof outside stairways and balconies pro- 
jecting into a minimum yard or court nor 
more than three and one-half (3%) feet, 
and the ordinary projection of chimneys 
and flues may be permitted by the Build- 
ing Commissioner where same are so placed 
as not to obstruct the light and ventilation. 


(j) Whenever. a new fireproof apart- 
ment building shall be erected in the ‘‘G’’ 
Business District all land area requirements 
shall be waived. 


(k) WHENEVER A COMMERCIAL 
BUILDING IS ERECTED OR STRUCTUR- 
ALLY ALTERED IN A COMMERCIAL 
DISTRICT WHICH ABUTS UPON A “J” 
PARKING DISTRCIT EXTENDING THRU 
THE BLOCK FROM ONE STREET TO 
ANOTHER STREET OR PUBLIC ALLEY, 
THE REAR YARD REQUIREMENT 
SHALL BE REDUCED TO A MINIMUM 
OF NOT LESS THAN TEN (10) FEET.

determine the area of yards, courts and 
other open spaces surrounding buildings, 
to limit and restrict the maximum num- 
ber of families which may be housed in 
dwellings hereafter erected or altered, and 
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for said purposes to divide the City into 
districts and within such districts to regu- 
late and restrict the erection, construction, 
reconstruction, alteration, repair or use 
of buildings, structures and land, to pro- 
vide for the administration of said regu- 
lations, and to prescribe penalties for the 
violation of the provisions hereof, and to 
provide for the enforcement hereof, and 
to repeal the zoning ordinance passed June 
13th, 1927, and all amendments thereto and 
_ all other ordinances or parts of ordinances 
in confiict herewith.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 19 of an ordinance 
entitled, “‘An Ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and in- 
dustries and the location of buildings de- 
signed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings 
hereafter erected or altered, to regulate 
and determine the area of yards, courts and 
other open spaces surrounding buildings, 
to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, and for 
said purposes to divide the City into dis- 
tricts and within such districts to regulate 
and restrict the erection, construction, re- 
contruction, alteration, repair or use of 
buildings, structures and land, to provide 
for the administration of said regulations, 
and to prescribe penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof, and to provide 
for the enforcement hereof, and to repeal 
the zoning ordinace passed June 13th, 
1927, and all amendments: thereto and all 
other ordinances or parts of ordinances 
in conflict herewith,” is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


SECTION 19 
Height and Area Exceptions 


The foregoing requirements in the height 
and area districts shall be subject to the 
following exceptions and regulations: 


Height 


(a) Public, semi-public or public service 
buildings, hospitals, institutions, or schools, 
when permitted in a district, may be 
erected to a height not exceeding sixty (60) 
feet, and churches and temples may be 
erected to a height not exceeding seventy- 
five (75) feet if the building is set back 
from each yard line at one (1) foot for 
each foot of additional building height 
above the height limit otherwise provided 
He “ee district in which the building is 
uilt. 


(b) One-family dwellings in the thirty- 
-five foot height district may be increased 
in height by not more than ten (10) feet 
when two (2) side yards of not less than 
fifteen (15) feet each are provided. Such 
dwellings, however, shall not exceed three 
(3) stories in height. 


(c) Chimneys, towers, penthouses, scen- 
ery, lofts, sugar refineries, monuments, 
cupolas, domes, spires, false mansards, 
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parapet walls, similar structures and neces- 
sary mechanical appurtenances may be 
erected to a height in accordance with 
existing or hereafter adopted ordinances 
of the City of Lansing. 


(d) On through lots one hundred and 
fifty (150) feet or less in depth the height 
of a building may be measured from the 
curb level on either street. On through lots 
more than one hundred and fifty (150) feet 
in depth the height regulations and basis 
or height measurements for the _ street 
permitting the greater height shall apply 
to a depth of not more than one hundred 
and fifty (150) feet from the street. 


(e) In the “GG” Business District for a 
building located on a lot at the intersection 
of streets and different widths the volume 
permitted on the wider street shall be 
allowed along the narrower street for a 
distance not to exceed one hundred and 
fifty (150) feet. 


(f) That in the ‘“D-M’”’ Multiple Dwell- 
ing District when the total land area on 
which an apartment house is to be built 
is one hundred thousand (100,000) or more 
square feet and is surrounded on all sides 
by public streets (not alleys) the height 
and area regulations for the “‘D-M’’ Mul- 
tiple Dwelling District shall be waived and 
the height and area regulations for the 
*“D” Apartment District shall apply, except 
that an additional set back from each 
boundary line of one (1) foot for each one 
(1) foot in height above forty-five (45) 
feet or three (3) stories be required. 


Area 


(a) For the purpose of side yard regu- 
lations, a two-family dwelling shall be 
sesarneees as one building occupying one 
ot. . 


(b) In the case of group houses or court 


‘ apartments, buildings may rear upon the 


required side yard, provided: 


First: For group houses the required 
side yard shall be increased by one (1) 
foot for each building abutting thereon. 


Second: For apartment houses the re- 
quired side yard shall be increased by 
one (1) foot for each stairway open- 
ing onto or served by such side yard. 


Third: The width of the place or court 
shall not be less than three (3) times 
the width of the side yard as required 
in this provision, provided that open 
unenclosed porches may project into a 
required place or court not more than 
twenty (20) per cent of the width of 
said place or court. 


Fourth: Where a roadway is provided 
in the place or court the width for such 
roadway shall be in addition to the 
width required above. 


Fifth: All other requirements including 
front, side and rear yards shall be 
complied with in accordance with the 
district in which such group houses or 
court apartments are located. 
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(ec) The side yard requirements for 
dwellings shall be waived where dwellings 
are erected above stores or shops, except 
as provided in the ‘“E’’ Apartment-Shop 
District. 


(d) In computing the depth of a rear 
yard for any building where such yard 
opens onto an alley, one-half of such alley 
may be assumed to be a portion of the 
rear yard. 


-(e) An accessory building not exceeding 
fifteen (15) feet in height may occupy not 
more than thirty (30) per cent of a re- 
quired rear yard. 


(f) Every part of a required yard or 
court shall be open from its lowest point 
to the sky unobstructed, except for the 
ordinary projection of sills, belt courses, 
cornices, buttresses, ornamental features 
and eaves; provided, however, that none 
of the above projections shall project into 
a minimum court more than six (6) inches 
nor into a minimum side yard more than 
twenty-four (24) inches. 


(g) No cornices shall project over the 
street line more than five (5) per cent of 
the width of such street, and in no case 
project more than four (4) feet. 


(h) Open or enclosed fire escapes, fire- 
proof outside, stairways and balconies pro- 
jecting into a minimum yard or court nor 
more than three and one-half (344) feet, 
and the ordinary projection of chimneys 
and flues may be permitted by the Build- 
ing Commissioner where same are so placed 
as not to obstruct the light and ventilation. 


(j) Whenever a new fireproof apartment 
building shall be erected in the “G’’ Busi- 
ness District all land area requirements 
shall be waived. 


(k) Whenever a commercial building is 
erected or structurally altered in a com- 
mercial district which abuts upon a * * * 
public alley, the rear yard requirements 
shall be reduced to a minimum of not less 
than ten (10) feet.

One of the applicants for tax relief to 
our Board of Review last month was Mrs. 
Nellie O’Connell who lives at 419 S. Chest- 
nut Street, and whose property is described 
as the E. 55 ft. of Lot 9 of an original 
Block 139. 


The Bureau of Social Welfare has ad- 
vised me that they can increase the month- 
ly grant for old age assistance for Mrs. 
O’Connell, so, hereafter, she will be able 
to take care of her own taxes. However, 
since such increased grants cannot be start- 
ed until July, there will be no funds 
accumulated to pay the present July taxes, 
even though the December taxes will be 
taken care of. 


The Board of Review passed a resolu- 
tion recommending that the City cooperate 
with the Bureau of Social Welfare by pay- 
ing the July taxes from the tax. abatement 
fund.

Re: Council resolution of July 19, 1948, 
concerning fly ash violations. 


Under our existing fly ash ordinance, it 
is unlawful for any smoke stack to emit 
any fly ash. Under the ordinance it is 
deemed prima facie evidence of the viola- 
tion of this ordinance if any fly ash can 
be found within 100 rods (roughly 1/3 of 
a mile) of any stack. 


I dare say fiy ash could be found within 
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1/3 of a mile of practically any stack in 
the City. Therefore, practically every stack 
in the City is violating this ordinance as 
far as prima facie evidence is concerned. 


A new smoke and fly ash ordinance to be 
of real value, should be drawn up by ex- 
perts in the field after a thorough study 
of Lansing’s needs. 


Today the City Attorney and I contacted 
Mr. Kaiser at the Lansing Drop Forge 
Company. He showed us an order placed 
January 19, 1948, with the Prat-Daniel 
Corporation, East Port Chester, Conn., for 
a fly ash collector. Also a letter of ac- 
knowledgment from said Company dated 
February 19, 1948.

Gentlemen: 


Some time ago you requested that I give 
some attention to the question of the pas- 
sage of an ordinance prohibiting the mov- 
ing of buildings into a desirable residential 
neighborhood which in effect are not in 
keeping with the area to which they are 
moved, and, in fact, result in a deprecia- 
tion of the values of other properties. 


July 12, 1937 the council undertook to 
pass such an ordinance in the form of an 
amendment to Section 30.02 of Article 30 
of the Building and Safety Code which 
amendment was as follows: “It shall be 
unlawful to move any building to any lot 
fronting on any street in any location in 
the city on which more than one-half of 
the buildings on both sides of the street 
for a distance of 300 feet in each direction 
along such street are occupied exclusively 
for residence purposes without filing with 
the building commissioner the written con- 
sent of at least 65 per cent of the prop- 
erty owners for 150 feet in each direction 
along such street * * * *.”’ 


This particular amendment was adopted 
to prevent the moving of houses taken 
from the present Lincoln School location, 
preparatory to the construction of the 
present school. 


The ordinance was given immediate effect 
and immediately upon its adoption suit was 
instituted to prevent the movement of 
houses into the subdivision known as Park 
Heights. A temporary injunction followed 
and the matter was heard by Judge Hayden. 
After hearing the proofs and reading the 
briefs the then city attorney and myself 
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who was counsel for the people in the 
neighborhood, and by counsel for the de- 
fendants, the court held that the ordinance 
was unconstitutional. The chief stumbling 
block against legislation of this kind is 
that there is no restrictions of record 
running with the land which is for the 
mutual benefit of the owners of all prop- 
erty in the subdivision. There is no doubt 
that restrictions in deeds is the only proper 
way to prevent such abuses. Its principal 
objection is that it amounts to the taking 
of property without due process of law. 


I am, therefore, of the opinion that 
there is no valid way by which we can, 
by ordinance, prevent the moving of old 
houses into unrestricted neighborhoods and 
by unrestricted neighborhoods I mean those 
in which there are no restrictions in deeds 
or in plats preventing or limiting the use 
to which the property may be put. While 
I appreciate that there may be an occasion- 
al abuse of this privilege I do not believe 
it is a proper matter for legislative pro- 
hibition.

You have referred to Mr. Caldwell and 
myself the resolution of Alderman Hayden 
regarding the complaint of numerous citi- 
zens on the southwest side relative to the 
emission of fly ash from a particular smoke 
stack. We have examined and are reliably 
informed that the best equipment obtain- 
able has been placed on order by the 
Lansing Drop Forge Company to collect the 
ash from the company’s stack, which is 
highly recommended by engineers of their 
choice and believed to be reliable. I am 
not convinced that this is the only smoke 
stack in the area that produces the fly 
ash complained of so that in the event 
of the installation of the equipment pro- 
posed there remains a possibility that 
others may be required. 


A careful examination of this ordinance 
convinces me that for all practical pur- 
poses it will not eliminate the evil such 
as this one for the very good reason that 
I do not believe that it is enforceable, 
as written. I think that the best way to 
handle atmospheric ash is to have a care- 
ful survey made by a responsible com- 
bustion engineer, in fact an expert in the 
field, and after that is done adopt an ordi- 
nance that will have in its practical appli- 
cation the control of ash in the manner 
by him recommended. 


I am informed the City of Detroit, after 
a long period of time and after consulting 
experts, has finally enacted a usable ordi- 
nance. Inquiry might be made of its prac- 
tical use so that we might be able to form- 
ulate one that will be fitted for the situa- 
tion in Lansing.

REPORT AND RECOMMENDATION OF 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE PROVIDED FOR 
IN SECTION 309 OF THE CITY CHAR- 
TER, CONSISTING OF CITY ATTORNEY, 
DIRECTOR OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC SERVICE AND CITY ENGINEER 


Your Committee, provided for by Section 
309 of the Charter of the City of Lansing, 
consisting of the City Attorney, the Direc- 
tor of the Department of Public Service 
and the City Engineer, to which was duly 
referred the application of Inter-City Coach 
Line Company of July 2, 1948, for a fran- 
chise to operate motor buses for transporta- 
tion of passengers for hire within the City 
of Lansing, respectfully reports thereon 
and recommends as follows: 


It has examined with care the said 
application of Inter-City Coach Line Com- 
pany for a franchise to operate motor 
buses in the transportation of passengers 
for hire within the City of Lansing, and 
the form of proposed franchise submitted 
with such application and analyzed the 
provisions of such proposed franchise. Due 
consideration has been given by your said 
Committee to the discussions which have 
occurred at the hearings which have been 
held upon such franchise and to all sug- 
gestions made to it regarding such proposed 
franchise. As a result of its study and 
analysis of such proposed franchise, your 
said Committee recommends that such pro- 
posed franchise as originally applied for 
by said Inter-City Coach Line Company 
and published as required by Section 309 
of the Charter, be amended and changed 
by reducing the term of such franchise 
from fifteen (15) years to one commencing 
on the date that such franchise becomes 
effective, as provided in Section 18 thereof, 
and terminating on April 7, 1956, by re- 
ducing the maximum fare to be charged 
from 10c or a token to be sold by the 
Company at the rate of 3 tokens for 25c, 
to 10c or a token to be sold by the Com- 
pany at the rate of 2 tokens for 15c, and 
providing for a free transfer. 


It is recommended that such changes 
and amendments in the proposed franchise 
be effected by substituting for the Title 
of the proposed franchise as applied for 
and published, a Title to read as follows: 


‘An Ordinance granting to Inter- 
City Coach Line Company, a Michigan 
corporation, its successors and assigns, 
the right to own and operate a city 
bus transportation system for hire 
within, through and from place to 
place about the City of Lansing, for 
a period commencing on the date this 
ordinance becomes effective and_ ter- 
minating on April 7, 1956, and to 
repeal all ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances inconsistent herewith. 
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by substituting for Section 2 of such pro- 
posed franchise as so applied for and pub- 
lished, a Section 2 to read as follows: 


Sec. 2. Nature and Term of Grant. 
The authority, right and privilege of 
operating motor vehicles within the 
City of Lansing upon and over the 
roads, streets, avenues, alleys, high- 
ways and public places within the 
limits of the City of Lansing as now 
constituted or as hereinafter lawfully 
extended during the period of the grant 
herein, for the purpose of transport- 
ing passengers for hire within, through

Gentlemen: 


For the past several months, the Traffic 
Commission has been studying the various 
methods by which some relief to the traffic 
congestion and the elimination of accidents 
could be given at the intersection of Wash- 
ington Avenue and Saginaw Street. 


During 1947, there were a total of 22 
accidents at this intersection while the 
total number of reports so far in 1948 
is 18. While these accidents are not of a 
serious nature, they do represent consider- 
able property loss and, in addition, there 
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is a considerable amount of economic loss 
during the peak periods especially on 
Washington Avenue when it is blocked 
many times as far back as Lapeer Street. 
It has always been the opinion of most 
people using Saginaw Street that the grade 
on the east approach to Washington Ave- 
nue was too steep to permit an efficient 
operation of a traffic signal and while 
this may be true to some extent, there are 
numerous communities even as near by 
as Grand Rapids where intersections have 
been signalized on steeper grades. 


The Traffic Commission is of the opinion 
that the widening of Saginaw Street, be- 
tween Washington Avenue and Grand Ave- 
nue, to permit an additional west bound 
lane to be used exclusively by truck traffic, 
with other motor vehicle traffic using the 
lane nearest the centerline of the street, 
would aid materially in moving traffic 
through this intersection. The proximity 
to the city yards would make sanding 
operation almost instantanious when re- 
quired. 


Saginaw Street is also part of the State 
Trunkline system in the City of Lansing 
and with this thought in mind perhaps 
assistance from the State Highway Depart- 
ment could be obtained. 


The Traffic Commission, therefore, recom- 
mends to the City Council that they con- 
sider the widening of this block of Saginaw 
Street and the placing of a signal at 
Washington Avenue and Saginaw Street 
with the possible assistance from the State 
Highway Department in an effort to pro- 
vide safer movement at this intersection.

Ald. Munyon introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance granting to Inter-City 
Coach Line Company, a Michigan corpora- 
tion, its successors and assigns, the right 
to own and operate a city bus transporta- 
tion system for hire within, through and 
from place to place about the City of Lan- 
sing, for a period commencing on the date 
this ordinance becomes effective and ter- 
minating on April 7, 1956, and to repeal 
all ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent herewith. 


The City of Lansing ordains that: 
Section 1. Definition of Terms. The 


term “Company” shall mean Inter-City 
Coach Line Company, a corporation or- 
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ganized and existing under the laws of 
the State of Michigan, and its successors 
and assigns. The term “City” shall mean 
the City of Lansing, Michigan, a Michigan 
Municipal Corporation, except when used 
in a territorial sense, when it shall be 
held to mean and include not only the 
present corporate limits of the City of 
Lansing, but the corporate limits as they 
may hereafter be extended. The term 
“City Council’ shall mean the present 
governing body of the City or the in- 
cumbents of any offices hereafter created 
by law or by charter, performing similar 
functions. The term “Streets” means the 
streets, avenues, alleys, bridges and other 
public places in the city however they 
may be designated. 


Sec. 2. Nature and Term of Grant. The 
authority, right and privilege of operating 
motor vehicles within the City of Lansing 
upon and over the roads, streets, avenues, 
alleys, highways and public places within 
the limits of the City of Lansing as now 
constituted or as hereinafter lawfully ex- 
tended during the period of the grant 
herein, for the purpose of transporting 
passengers for hire within, through and 
from Place to place about the City of Lan- 
sing be and hereby is granted and secured 
to Inter-City Coach Line Company, a 
Michigan corporation, its successors and 
assigns, for a period commencing on the 
date this ordinance becomes effective, as 
provided in Section 18 hereof, and ter- 
minating on April 7, 1956, subject to the 
terms, conditions and restrictions herein- 
after mentioned. 


Sec. 3. Buses or Vehicles. The character 
and type of transportation equipment shall 
consist’ of motor buses propelled by power 
generated by gasoline, electricity or other- 
wise. The Company shall provide and 
maintain sufficient motor bus equipment 
to furnish reasonable transportation serv- 
ice and shall maintain the same in a safe, 
dependable and sanitary condition. 


Sec. 4. Routes and Schedules. Regular 
motor bus transportation service shall be 
established, operated and regularly main- 
tained on the routes established by the 
license therefor in effect on the date 
._ hereof. Provided, however, that temporary 
rerouting in cases of emergency may .be 
made with the approval of the Mayor, and 
the City Council Committee on Transporta- 
tion. The City Council may from time to 
time order reasonable and necessary ex- 
tensions or. eliminations of routes, lines or 
service, any. such order to be made only 
._ after proper notice to the Company and 

after an opportunity for public hearing 
thereon. Within thirty days after the 
. issuance of any such order the Company 
may question the reasonableness of the ex- 
tension or elimination ordered and the 
same shall be submitted to a board of 
arbitrators as provided in Section 334 of 
the present Charter of the City of Lan- 
sing. The findings of such board of arbi- 
trators shall be final and shall be binding 
upon the parties at interest. Should the 
said board of arbitrators uphold the City 
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Council in ordering such extension or 
changes, the failure of the Company to 
comply with such order within sixty (60) 
days shall constitute a cause for forfeiture 


of this franchise, which may be declared 


by the City Council. Adjustments in sched- 
ules may be made by the Company to meet 
varying conditions, subject to Council 
approval. 


Sec. 5. Stop Zones. Subject to the ap- 
proval of the City Council, the Company 
may designate bus stops and shall designate 
the same with markers indicating to the 
traveling public where the buses stop. At 
all such designated stops on the motor bus 
routes of the Company, the City shall set 
aside an adequate space or zone in which 
vehicles shall not be permitted to inter- 
fere with bus operations. The City shall 
also establish and enforce such traffic rules 
and regulations as shall serve to expedite 
the movement of the Company’s buses. 


Sec. 6. Fares. The maximum fares to be 
charged by the Company for the transpor- 
tation of persons shall be as follows: 


{a) Except as hereinafter provided, the 
fare to be charged all passengers shall be 
ten cents (10c) or a token to be sold by 
the Company at the rate of two (2) tokens 
for fifteen cents (15c), provided such fare 
or token shall entitle the passenger to a 
free transfer at the time of payment of 
fare, acceptable for transportation when 
presented by such passenger at bus route 
intersections. 


(b) Children between the ages of six (6) 
and eighteen (18) years, inclusive, attend- 
ing schools, shall be permitted, during the 
school term, to purchase monthly passes 
at the price of Two Dollars ($2.00) each 
which will permit of unlimited riding for 
the calendar month during which sold, on 
school days between the hours of 7:00 A.M. 
and 4:30 P.M. 


(c) Federal mail carriers and _ institu- 
tional employes may be carried on special 
service tokens to be sold by the Company 
in quantity at the rate of fifteen (15) cents 
for two (2) tokens, which tokens shall 
entitle the passenger to a free transfer at 
the time of payment of fare, acceptable for 
transportation when presented by such 
passenger at bus route intersections. 


(d) Policemen and firemen of the City 
of Lansing, when in uniform, shall be 
carried free. 


The Company is hereby prohibited from 
making any unjust discrimination in the 
matter of rates, charges or character of 
service and is prohibited from giving or 
granting, either directly or indirectly, any 
pass, frank, free ticket or free service to 
any person whomsoever, except to its own 
employees when traveling on business of 
the Company and to the employees of the 
fire and police departments of the City of 
Lansing when in uniform, as aforesaid. 


The maximum rate of: fare shall not be 
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increased, but may be reduced to a point 
not below such as would bring a fair and 
reasonable rate of return upon the neces- 
sary cash working capital and value of 
the property actually and necessarily used 
in the operation, The method of deter- 
mining such valuation shall be such as is 
prescribed in Section 319 of the City 
Charter of the City of Lansing, adopted 
August 27, 1912. In the event of contest, 
question or review of councilmanic action 
relative to reduction in rates, Council may 
require duplicate accounts to be kept of 
operations under such reduced and prior 
rates. After an examination of such ac- 
counts and a hearing thereon if such re- 
duction is upheld, the difference between 
the income under such prior rates and 
under such reduced rates is to be turned 
in to the City Treasury. Any reduction 
in rates shall be subject to arbitration as 
provided in Section 3384 of the present 
Charter of the City of Lansing. 


See. 7. Arbitration. Whenever arbitra- 
tion is required under the present Charter 
of the City of Lansing or is allowed or 
provided for in this franchise, the arbitra- 
tors shall be chosen in the following man- 
ner: The Company, within ten (10) days 
after claiming such arbitration, shall name 
two (2) arbitrators; the Council within 
ten (10) days after notice thereof shall 
name two (2) arbitrators; within ten (10) 
days after their appointment, the four (4) 
arbitrators so chosen, shall name a fifth 
(5th) arbitrator. If the said arbitrators 
are unable to agree upon a fifth (5th) 
arbitrator, within ten (10) days thereafter, 
the presiding judge of the Circuit Court of 
Ingham County, Michigan, or one of the 
judges designated by him shall automatic- 
ally become said fifth (5th) arbitrator. 


Sec. 8. Value. The value of the property 
of this Company within the city, and of 
such portion of the property beyond the 
city limits as is actually and necessarily 
used in, belonging to, and a part of the 
local service, is hereby fixed at the sum 
of Seven Hundred Fifty Thousand Dol- 
lars ($750,000.00). 


Sec. 9. Reports. Not later than ninety 
(90) days after the close of each fiscal 
year of the Company, the Company shall 
make and file with the City Clerk a veri- 
fied report showing its assets and liabili- 
ties at the close of such fiscal year and a 
detailed statement of its operations for 
such fiscal year. The Council shall pre- 
scribe the form of reports to be made by 
the said Company and to what accounts 
and under what heads the different char- 
acter of items and expenditures shall be 
charged and reported, and shall retain the 
right to supervise the accounting methods 
used in compiling the said reports. All the 
records, books of accounts, contracts, 
vouchers and other documents or papers 
of the Company shall at all times during 
business hours be open to the inspection 
of the Council, Mayor or other representa- 
tives of the City authorized by the Council, 
who may make transcripts thereof in whole 
or in part. 
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Sec, 10. Insurance. The Company shall 
obtain and file with the City Clerk of the 
City and continue the same in full force 
and effect during the period of this grant, 
a policy or policies of liability insurance 
or a bond or bonds of indemnity, as the 
Company may elect, conditioned for the 
benefit of persons suffering injury, loss or 
damage to person or property by virtue 
of the negligent operation, condition or 
maintenance of motor bus transportation 
equipment by the Company, which policy 
or policies or bond or bonds shall be in 
companies or with sureties to be approved 
by the City Council. Such policy or poli- 
cies or bond or bonds shall be in the sum 
of not less than ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) for the injury or death of any 
one person, and not less than the sum of 
One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,- 
000.00) for the injury or death of all 
persons affected by any one accident, and 
not less than the sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) for damage to prop- 
erty in any one accident. Such coverage 
shall be for all transportation vehicles 
used for service herein authorized, and shall 
continue undiminished. Insurance or bonds 
in the amounts not less than those specified 
herein shall be in effect during the entire 
time such motor buses are in operation 
under this grant. 


The foregoing provisions of this section 
may be adjusted by agreement between the 
City Council and the Company; provided 
that such adjustments adequately protect 
the public and the City. 


See. 11. Company to Save City Harmless. 
The Company shall at all times save the 
City harmless from any and all damages, 
lawful claims and demands for injury to 
person or property which may be made 
against the City in any manner growing 
out of the maintenance or operation or 
both of such motor buses or any equip- 
ment of the Company, and in case suit 
shall be filed against the City either in- 
dependently or jointly with the Company 
to recover on account of any such claims 
or damages, the Company on notice to it 
by the City, shall defend the City against 
such action and in the event a judgment 
shall be obtained against the City, either 
independently of, or jointly with, the Com- 
pany, on account solely of the acts of 
the Company, the Company shall pay such 
judgment with all costs and hwld the City 
harmless therefrom. 


Sec. 12. Franchise Fees. Compensation 
for Franchise. The Company shall pay to 
the City of Lansing on or before the 15th 
day of April of each year during the period 
of this ordinance, the sum of one hundred 
($100.00) dollars for each bus owned, leased 
or operated by the Company under this 
franchise for the right to use the streets, 
alleys and other public thoroughfares as 
herein granted, the same to be in lieu of 
any kind and all other license fees and/or 
charges now or hereafter levied on account 
of the use thereof. 
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Sec. 13. Regulation of Safety. The Coun- 
cil may from time to time make all regu- 
lations which it shall deem necessary to 
secure, in the most ample manner, the 
safety, welfare, and convenience of the 
public, 


Sec. 14. Rights of Purchase. The Com- 
pany by the acceptance of this ordinance 
hereby grants to the City, and the City 
reserves unto itself, the right, at the 
termination of this grant, or any renewal 
hereof, and also at fifteen (15) years from 
the time of the taking effect of this grant, 
and at any five (5) year period thereafter, 
or upon the forfeiture thereof, upon giv- 
ing at least six (6) months’ previous notice 
in writing of its intentions so to do, to 
acquire by purchase the tangible property 
of the Company within the City or else- 
where, used in connection with the local 
bus transportation business covered by this 
ordinance, upon the terms and conditions 
provided in Section 327 of the present 
Charter of the City of Lansing; Provided, 
However, that if the right to purchase 
shall be exercised by the City at the end 
of the first fifteen (15) year period or at 
any five (5) year period thereafter, then, 
except in cases of forfeiture, there shall 
be added as part of the purchase price to 
the cash value of the property, determined 
as provided in Section 327 of the Charter 
two and one-half (244) percent of the 
amount thereof. 


Sec. 15. Assignment of Franchise. 
Neither this franchise nor any rights herein 
shall be assigned, transferred, sold, or 
sub-let, in whole or in part, either directly 
or indirectly, without the express consent 
of the City Council first obtained by ordi- 
nance duly enacted. 


Sec. 16. Forfeiture. This franchise may 
be forfeited by appropriate judicial pro- 
ceedings or the City Council may at any 
time declare a forfeiture of this grant for 
the violation or default by the Company 
of any of the terms hereof, provided that 
none of the terms of this grant shall be 
deemed to be violated so as to permit of 
such forfeiture unless the Company shall 
first be given written notice of such viola- 
tion or default, which notice shall state 
with particularity wherein such violation 
or default consists, and of the intent to 
declare a forfeiture, and thereafter if such 
violation or default shall continue for a 
period of more than sixty (60) days after 
the receipt by the Company of such written 
notice, all the rights and privileges had 
by the Company under the provisions of 
this ordinance may be forthwith declared 
forfeited and revoked; Provided, however, 
that the Company shall not be deemed to 
be in default in the performance of any 
provisions of this grant, nor shall any 
forfeiture be invoked for any violation of 
or failure to perform any provisions hereof, 
due to strikes, lockouts, civil insurrection 
and disorder, acts of God, or any other 
causes beyond the control of the Company. 


Sec. 17. Invalidity. Each section of this 
ordinance and each part of each section 
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hereof is hereby declared to be an inde- 
pendent section or part of section, and 
the holding of any section or part thereof 
to be unconstitutional, void, illegal, in- 
effective or contrary to the provisions of 
the Charter of the City, or the Amend- 
ments thereto, or the laws of the State 
of Michigan, for any reason, shall not 
affect any other section or part of a sec- 
tion of this ordinance. 


Sec. 18. Acceptance and Submission to 
Vote of the Electors. This ordinance or 
the franchise hereby granted shall be with- 
out effect unless the same shall be accepted 
in writing filed with the City Clerk by 
the Company within two (2) months from 
the passage hereof. Upon such acceptance, 
however, this ordinance shall be submitted 
to the electors of the City of Lansing for 
their approval at the next regular elec- 
tion to be held in said City within six (6) 
months after the adoption of this ordi- 
nance, and upon the approval thereof by 
at least three-fifths of the qualified elec- 
tors voting thereon, shall become effective ; 
otherwise to be of no force and effect. 


Sec. 19. Inconsistent Ordinances. All 
ordinances contrary to or inconsistent with 
the provisions of this ordinance and the 
franchise thereby granted are, in the event 
of the taking effect hereof pursuant to a 
vote of the electors as provided in the pre- 
ceding section, repealed.

DATION OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 

PROVIDED FOR IN SECTION 309 OF 

THE CITY CHARTER, CONSISTING OF 

CITY ATTORNEY, DIRECTOR OF THE 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SERVICE 
AND CITY ENGINEER 


Your Committee, provided for by Sec- 
tion 309 of the Charter of the City of 
Lansing, consisting of the City Attorney, 
Director of the Department of Public Serv- 
ice and City Engineer, to which was duly 
referred the application of Inter-City Coach 
Line Company of July 2, 1948, for a fran- 
chise to operate motor buses for the trans- 
portation of passengers for hire within the 
City of Lansing, respectfully further re- 
ports thereon and recommends as follows: 


In view of the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the State of Michigan rendered 
September 8, 1948, holding Act No. 318 
of the 1947 Michigan Public Acts to be un- 
constitutional because of its designation of 
Circuit Judges’ to act as members of arbi- 
tration boards, it appears to your Com- 
mittee that Section 7 of said franchise as 
applied for by said Inter-City Coach Line 
Company and published as required by 
Section 309 of said Charter of the City of 
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Lansing, and as heretofore recommended 
by this Committee, should be amended and 
changed by eliminating therefrom the pro- 
vision therein to the effect that the pre- 
siding judge of the Circuit Court of Ing- 
ham County or one of the judges desig- 
nated by him shall become the fifth arbi- 
trator therein provided for in case the 
other arbritrators are unable to agree upon 
a fifth arbitrator, and substitute for such 
provision a clause providing another 
method for choosing a fifth arbitrator 
under such circumstances. 


It is therefore recommended that such 
change and amendment in the proposed 
franchise be effected by substituting for 
Section 7 of such franchise as so applied 
for by Inter-City Coach Line Company and 
published as required by said Section 309 
of the Charter of the City of Lansing, a 
Section 7 to read as follows: 


Séc. 7. Arbitration. Whenever arbitra- 
tion is required under the present Charter 
of the City of Lansing or is allowed or 
provided for in this franchise, the arbitra- 
tors shall be chosen in the following man- 
ner: the Company, within 10 days after 
claiming such arbitration, shall name two 
(2) arbitrators; the Council shall name 
two (2) arbitrators; within ten (10) days 
after their appointment, the four (4) arbi- 
trators so chosen shall name a fifth arbi- 
trator, If the said arbitrators are unable 
to agree upon a fifth arbitrator, within 
ten (10) days thereafter said arbitrators 
shall choose the Chairman of the Michigan 
Public Service Commission as the fifth 
arbitrator, or in case such Chairman is not 
available, then such member thereof as 
the Michigan Public Service Commission 
shall designate shall be chosen as the fifth 
arbitrator.

Not only does 
it possess the dignity and graciousness 
customarily associated with the official resi- 
dence of the chief executive of a state, but 
its history is interwoven with the history 
of the State. This structure was built in 
1876, at the time the present Capitol was 
erected, by Orlando Mack Barnes, Mayor 
of Lansing, whose son was also a Mayor of 
Lansing, and at one time Mr. Barnes was 
candidate for Governor of Michigan. For 
many years the house was a familiar meet- 
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ing place for State and City leaders whose 
names are revered memories, and in its. 
spacious rooms, it has been said, political. 
history frequently was made. 


In accepting Lansing’s generous offer, 
the State proposes to make this stately and 
historic residence, through rehabilitation 
and repair, a residence which will lend 
prestige to the Office of Governor and honor 
to the Capitol City of the State. 


As representatives of the people and the 
government of the State of Michigan, we 
desire herewith to record their sincere grat- 
itude to the people and the Council of the 
City of Lansing for their generosity in fill- 
ing a long-felt need by making available 
to the State the Barnes property for use as 
the official residence of Michigan governors 
and their families for many years to come.

Gentlemen : 


A letter was recently received by the 
Traffic Engineer from the Michigan Cab 
Company, requesting that the taxi-stands 
operated by them in the 100 block of East 
Allegan Street and in front of the Hotel 
Olds be designated as “Michigan Cab Com- 
pany Stands” rather than as ‘‘Taxi-stands.” 


I have been informed that one or more 
of the other cab companies, operating in 
Lansing, have been endeavoring to take 
over the space in front of. the Hotel Olds 
and it is felt that an encroachment might 
extend into the cab stand located in the 
100 block of East Allegan Street which, 
incidentally, is the downtown location of 
the Michigan Cab Company dispatching 
station. 


Approximately five vehicle spaces are 
allotted in the 100 block of East Allegan 
Street while one space is located in front 
of the Hotel Olds. 


In checking back through the records, 
1 find that on November 5, 19387, the 
Michigan Cab Company made application 
to the City Council for operating ‘“cab- 
stands”? at several locations including the 
two above mentioned locations. This com- 
munication was referred to the Council 
Committee on Transportation which, on 
November 22, 1937, reported that the re- 
quest of the Michigan Cab Company be 
granted which, in turn, was approved by 
the City Council. 


On March 6, 1944, the Traffic Commission 
submitted a recommendation to the City 
Council that the amount of spaces in the 
100 block of East Allegan Street be in- 
creased and that certain other changes in 
the then existing ‘‘Michigan Cab Company 
Stand” be approved by the City Council. 
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This recommendation, of the Traffic Com- 
mission, was approved by the Council on 
May 1, 1944, and substantially covers the 
present location covered by the cab com- 
pany. 


The point in question raised by the

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REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 
November 29, 1948. 


Honorable Mayor and Members 
of the Lansing City Council 


Lansing, Michigan 
Gentlemen: 


The Consumers Power Company filed its 
application with the Michigan Public Serv- 
ice Commission, April 14, 1948, for an 
increase in rates applicable to the cities 
of Lansing, Alma, Battle Creek, Bay City, 
Jackson, Flint, Kalamazoo, Pontiac, Owos- 
so, Saginaw. This petition set forth that 
there had been a very substantial decrease 
in the production of natural gas within 
the State of Michigan and, therefore, it 
had become necessary to supplement gas 
heretofore produced in Michigan with that 
made available through its contracts with 
the Panhandle Eastern Pipe Line Company 
for gas in the fields of Texas and Kansas. 


This petition was noticed for hearing on 
May 10 at 10:00 o’clock a.m. As I recall 
it I appeared there at that time and the 
commission adjourned the hearing to give 
its engineers an opportunity to study the 
proposed rates and make a recommendation. 
Others appeared at that time, particularly 
representatives of the cities of Mt. Clem- 
ens, Ferndale, Royal Oak and Eaton Rap- 
ide. Thereafter a further hearing was 
noticed for November 4 at which time only 
Mr. Holmes of Royal Oak and Mr. Jay 
Gibbs of Ferndale appeared. At no time 
was any evidence offered to rebut that of 
a representative of Consumers Power Com- 
pany and an expert in the field employed 
by the commission, Obviously it would 
do no good to simply appear and object 
without offering expert testimony to dis- 
pute the claims of the company that an 
increase was mandatory. There was no 
testimony to that extent, therefore, after 
hearing a representative of Consumers and 
an expert employed by the commission, the 
matter was taken under advisement on 
November 5. 


It must be borne in mind that the ac- 
cessibility of Lansing to the natural gas 
fields located in Clare, Missaukee and Os- 
ceola counties was a feature in holding 
the price of gas to this locality at a lower 
figure. However, there having been a re- 
duction of natural gas to the extent of at 
least 50 per cent, it now seems that it is 
equally as expensive to produce gas in 
Lansing, in fact the company contends it 
is more costly to produce it here than in 
Kalamazoo. 


There has been no change in the rates 
in Lansing since 1936. Those in Lansing, 
Bay City and Saginaw have been much 
lower than elsewhere. 

e 


Space heating rates have been 50 cents 
per thousand cubic feet while those in 
Flint, Pontial, Royal Oak, Jackson and 
Ferndale have been 65 cents per thousand 
feet. The percentage of increase in Lan- 
sing will necessarily be higher than it 
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would be in the last mentioned towns, 
assuming, of course, that the final deter- 
mination of the commission will be to make 
the price uniform. 


A domestic user for his water heater 
and cooking would get an increase of ap- 
proximately 33 per cent if the petition of 
the Company is granted in full. The one 
using a space heater would have an increase 
which would vary with his usage. The 
actual amount of increase is in the hands 
of the commission, after taking testimony 
of witnesses for the company and that 
employed by the commission itself. What 
that increase will be remains to be seen.

Gentlemen: 


On account of increasing costs of opera- 
tion and because of water and electric 
services of the City require replacement 
of equipment, no longer reliable for con- 


tinuous service, and because additional . 


facilities are required to give adequate 
and satisfactory water and electric service, 
it is going to be necessary in the immedi- 
ate future to raise water and electric 
rates. If the raise in rates is to be held 
to a reasonable minimum, it will also be 
necessary to delay the payment to the City, 
for use of the City General Fund, of the 
half million dollars this year and the 
half million dollars next year until some 
time in 1961. 


These payments to the General Fund 
were exacted from the Board at a time 
when it appeared to some that the Board 
had more funds in reserve than were neces- 
sary. Seven hundred thirty-five thousand 
dollars have already been turned over to 
the City’s General Fund. 


At present, water and electricity is being 
furnished at rates lower than in the Nine- 
teen Thirties. Since 1939 coal costs have 
more than doubled. Costs of poles and 
electric light posts have gone up even 
more. Labor costs and costs of metal pro- 
ducts have gone up more than fifty per- 


cent. Practically every item used by the’ 


Water and Electric Departments has gone 
up more than twenty-five percent. 


It is planned to raise water and electric 
rates approximately twenty-five percent, 
which will mean that residence and com- 
mercial customers now getting a twenty 
percent discount will be billed an amount 
equal to their present gross bills. Industrial 
rates will be raised a _ corresponding 
amount. It is planned to make the increase 
in rates effective with January bills. 


Lansing’s electric rates have, for many 
years, been among the lowest in the 
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country and, in spite of that, a bonded 
debt which in 1924 amounted to $5,515,000 
has been steadily reduced to $185,000. In 
addition, extensive improvements including 
the new Ottawa Street Electric Station, the 
Water Conditioning Plant, a large water 
reservoir and extensive additions to the 
distribution systems, have been built and 
paid for without resort to bond issues. 


The Board’s business has always been 
conducted on a self-sustaining basis as set 
up in the City Charter. 


Some of the electric power facilities con- 
tracted for in 1941 are just being in- 
stalled. They were delayed by the war and 
long strikes in manufacturers’ plants. Ad- 
ditional facilities have been contracted for 
delivery in 1950. 


Lansing residents, commercial establish- 
ments and factories are using more elec- 
tricity and more water than they ever did 
before. To meet these demands more large 
water mains, more electric cable lines, dis- 
tribution transformers and larger over- 
head electric lines will have to be built 
in the next two years. Some of the equip- 
ment on which we rely for continuous serv- 
ice, that is twenty-five to thirty-five years 
old, will have to be replaced. If this is 
not done some of our factories will not be 
able to furnish continuous employment and 
some of our stores and homes will have to 
put up with low pressures, low voltage and 
possible interruptions to service. 


Lansing is not alone in this position. 
Electric power facilities in other parts 
of Michigan and throughout a large part 
of the United States are facing a similar 
situation. 


The proposed raise in rates should make 
it possible to continue without cost to the 
taxpayers of the City, the public lighting 
and public water valued at $317,781.77 per 
year.

Gentlemen : 


After a meeting of representatives of 
some of the cities interested in the Con- 
sumers Power Company’s application for 
an increase of rates held yesterday here 
in Lansing, Mr. Nash of Saginaw and I 
went to the Commission office to discuss 
the matter of a further hearing with 
Chairman White. It was agreed that in 
consideration of a stipulation between the 


-Commission and the Cities of Saginaw and 


Lansing, dismissing their bill of com- 
plaint for an injunction restraining the 
Commission from making a determination 
of rates, that time shall be granted not 
only Lansing and Saginaw, but other in- 
terested cities to present further evidence 
touching upon the increase of rates on 
January 17 at 1:30 in the afternoon. 


We had already instructed Mr. Arnold 
Hirsch of Washington, a technical con- 
sultant, to proceed to make such examina- 
tion of company records as would be made 
available to him so that we can offer 
testimony in opposition to that now in 
the records on January 17. We are very 
much pressed for time but this was the 
only concession we could get out of the 
Commission and are compelled to do the 
best we can under the circumstances. It is, 
of course, understood that by entering into 
this stipulation no rate increase will be 
granted before the 17th of January.

Gentlemen: 


At a meeting of the Council on Decem- 
ber 20 Seth Whitmore, representing the 
Ingham County Table Top Licensee’s Con- 
gress, indicated that notwithstanding our 
Ordinance No. 102 as amended by Ordi- 
nance No. 223 January 20, 1947, was going 
to instruct the members of his Association 
that they were entitled to offer for sale 
for consumption on the premises beer and 
wine beginning Sunday, January 9, 1949. 
Mr. Whitmore indicated that it was his 
belief the control of the sale of beer and 
wine for consumption on the premises must 
be on a county-wide basis. 


Our ordinance, particularly Section 12, 
provides, ‘‘No alcoholic liquor shall be offer- 
ed for sale at any licensed places for con- 
sumption on the premises on any Sunday 

The ordinance, Section 1, in de- 
pedis ‘alcoholic liquor’ shall be construed 
to include any spirituous, vinous, malt or 
fermented liquor, liquids and compounds, 
whether or not medicated, proprietary, 
patented, and by whatever names called, 
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containing one-half of one per cent or 
more of alcohol by volume which are fit 
for use for beverage purposes.’’ This defini- 
tion is exactly the same as that contained 
in the statute as last amended by Act 349 
of the Public Acts of 1947. It is clear 
then that alcoholic liquor includes beer and 
wine. Section 19 as last amended by Act 
140 of the Public Acts of 1947 provides, 
“No licensee enumerated in this section 
or any other person shall sell at retail, 
give away or furnish and no person shall 
knowingly and wilfully buy any spirits 
between the hours of 2 a.m. arid 12 mid- 
night on any Sunday * * * and the pro- 
viso * * * the jexislative body of any city, 
village or township may by resolution or 
ordinance prohibit the sale of alcoholic 
liquor on any Sunday * * *,” 


In an opinion of the Attorney General 
No. 0-2350 dated July 14, 1944, it was 
held, ‘‘Local legislative bodies xe * may 
prohibit the sale of alcoholic liquors for 
dae vaca on premises on Sunday.” 


In 1939 our court had before it a similar 
question as the one here involved. At that 
time Section 19 provided, ‘‘The legislative 
body of any city, village or township may 
by resolution or ordinance prohibit the sale 
of alcoholic liquor for consumption on the 
premises on any Sunday * * *.”’ The only 
difference in the present statute is that 
the under scored words were eliminated 
in an amendment adopted by the legisla- 
ture in 1945. 


In the above case Mallach vs. City of 
Mt. Morris it was contended the “electors 
of a county have a right to prohibit the 
sale of alcoholic liquor whether it be a 
partial prohibition as in this case or an 
entire prohibition,’”’ and that the city coun- 
cil therefore had no authority to prohibit 
such sales. 


The court held the ordinance was valid 
and not subject to the constitutional ob- 
jections raised. Apparently the complaint 
now stands upon the ground that since the 
ordinance does not prohibit the sale of 
aleoholic liquor on Sunday within the City 
of Lansing generally rather than the sale 
for consumption on the premises, that such 

ordinance is invalid but it seems to me 
that if the council saw fit to prohibit the 
sale for consumption only on the premises 
as distinguished from the sale in any other 
manner it is entirely within the scope of 
powers vested in the council. 


A eareful reading of the statute, the 
above mentioned opinion, and this case, 
together with our ordinance, convinces me 
that anyone offering for sale beer or wine 
within the City of Lansing between 2 a.m. 
and 12 midnight on Sundays for consump- 
tion on the premises is subject to prosecu- 
tion therefor.
